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PRESIDENT’S COMMUNICATION. 


ADDRESS. 
In Christ Jesus beloved Brethren! 


As introductory to and preparatory for the work awaiting us at 
the pending sessions of our body, I beg leave to call your attention to 
“The reasons which induce Christians to organize synodical bodies,” and 
as these reasons are set forth in the several paragraphs of the preamble 
to our own constitution. 


AS the first, and as I take it, the chief ground and purpose, it points 


out “The will of God that the manifestation of the Spirit is given to 
every man to profit withal.” 1 Cor. 12, 4-81. 

By referring to this passage of Scripture as basic to our organiza- 
tion, we in the first place acknowledge God to be the Creator and Giver 
of all the mental and spiritual powers we have come in possession of; 
that He, according to His good ‘and allwise pleasure, bestows these 
gifts among us in varying measure, dividing to each one severally even 
as He will; that by His Spirit He sanctifies these powers, and operates 
through them to the edification and extension of His Church; and that 
the diversity of gifts thus variously bestowed gives rise to a diversity 
of ministrations, that is to say, of offices and services. The lesson St. 
Paul aims to inculcate here, may be briefly summed up in the exborta- 
tion of St. Peter—1. 4, 11—“As every man hath received the gift, 
even so minister the same one to another, as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God.” 

Now in order that this will of God, here and in other passages of 
Scripture so plainly expressed, and addressed to each and every Christian, 
may be carried out in a manner both orderly and the most efficient, we 
hold—and in §.1 of the Preamble declare — our organic co-operation 
as Christians and as Christian congregations not only to be a matter 
justifiable — having Apostolic precedent, § 2.—but as something which 
in the nature of the case is ‘imperatively called for, and therefore im- 
poses itself upon us as an obligation This dematid for union and 
united effort must become apparent to us all when we consider the 
end and aim of our organization, to-wit, § 3. “The preservation and 
promotion of unity in the pure faith (Eph. 4, 8-6; 1 Cor. 1, 10), and a 
united warfare against everything opposed to this faith. (Rom. 16, 
17.)"”; and, § 4. “The common extension of the kingdom of God (mis- 
sions), and the establishment and maintenance of special churchly enter- 


- prises (educational institutions, the spread of the Bible and the Book 


of Concord, the publication of orthodox literature, hymnbooks, school- 
books, and others, as well as periodicals, etc.).”

From this summary statement of the work we havé in hand as a 


body, it must be plain to every intelligent Christian, that ndthing is 


named which, in view of our common priesthood before God,.could be 
said to lie beyond the sphere of personal obligation. And whilst it is 
true that many of these duties can and indeed should be performed by 
us, be it by individual effort or as by congregations working apart from 
others, yet much remains which to accomplish calls for their union with 
other congregations; and from this point of view nothing short of a 
moral necessity underlies the organization of Christian congregations 
into Christian synods. 


The fundamental condicion prereutisite to scend and 


synodical activity is before and above all, purity and unity on the part 
of the members in the doctrine of God’s Word—of the Word which is 
the one and only source and power of 3” good. Now when thus pre- 
liminary to the constitution of our- own organization “the preservation 
and promotion of unity in the pure faith” is declared the chief object 
of our union, it is selfevident that reference is had to the faith set forth 


’ in the confessional books of our church, and which confessions there- 


fore constitute the doctrinal basis of cur union. And here we do well to 
note that in consequence of the doctrinal position of our body, personal 
connection with the latter is in and of itself a confession of the faith 
held by the body. For as by his membership—active or inactive — in 
a local congregation a Christian makes profession of the faith said 
congregation stands for, so do Christian congregations and the 


cannot be expected manfully either to defend or to promulgate the doc- 


trines of the fellowship he is outwardly allied with; and wherever found, 
a withdrawal of such is a good riddance in every case. 

Inasmuch, however, as Christian synods declare it to be their object 
to build up the Church of Christ, more is needed than “unity ih’ the 
pure faith”; for, and as growing. out of this unity, a hearty agreement 
also is required touching the external means and methods to be applied 
in order that may have His will and way in the task He has called 
them to perform. And this brings within the scope of our considera- 
tion things and the adaptation of things, which to employ and how to 
employ is largely left for decision to our own good judgment; things 
and questions concerning things therefore in which, because not divinely 


_ prescribed, we may indeed vary in our opinion without default, and yet 


necessarily come to some final agreement on if the work proper is 
lag or be entirely hindered. Herein both the Lord and fidelity 


sake, we be ever ready to yield our own will to the will of others; in 


to 
His cause bid us to be of one mind in so far that, for the work's .. 
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other words, let the majority have its way—and fall in with them un- 
less we are fully persuaded that more harm than good would come by 
it. Howbeit, in an event such as this, let each one be fully assured in 
his own mind, that by acting upon his own judgment rather than upon 
that of his brethren, he sin not, inasmuch as in a case of disagreement 
the 


efror is to be found more likely on the side of the one than on 
that of the many. 


In all our proceedings, whenever measures or matters subject to 
reason present themselves, it behooves us as Christians and workers 
together to covet and prayerfully to cultivate the grace of mutual sub- 
heart and one soul.” Become, I say; for of this commendable and in- 
dispensable grace there is a woeful lack among us, as witness the dis- 
_ Yegard of so many resolutions and the failure of some of our most im- 


the affairs of the State, then no less in the far more important affairs 
of the Church. Where this rule is set aside in a body, there a peaceable 
and prosperous advancement of our Lord’s royal cause is simply out of 
question. 


At times opportune I have both privately and publicly, urged the great 
advantages that might be deriyed from preaching, at least once a year, 
on the importance of synods and their place in the work of the Church. 
If im sermons, say, or in addresses especially arranged for,* the several! 
paragraphs introductory to our own constitution were taken up one by 
one, and thoroughly discussed, great good might be done, both pastor 
and people being benefited— and in cases one or the other be led to 
repentance and to amendment of past ways. If on stich occasions it 
were made plain that by way of synodical co-operation Ways and means 
are provided, partly to render possible and partly to facilitate and render 
more effective the application of spiritual gifts for the common good ; 
and moreover, that the Lord our God is pleased to operate through these 
human agencies for the building up of His kingdom, then might we 
reasonably expect to hear and to complain less of “paper resolutions” 
and of like grievances; inasmuch as love constrains me to take it for 
granted that all our pastors and people are at heart disposed to place 
themselves in service to the Lord and His Church. 


*In this connection, another suggestion: If, f ing the transaction 
of business at congregational ——— subjects of vita] interest to the 
members were taken up for a free onsen discussion—e. g., - 
tion, high and low ; missions, home and foreign; benevolence ; capital and 
labor; strikes; amusements, innocent and harmful: etc. etc.—Not only 


many an one might be highly benef but the congrega now pushed

And: this spirit of godless self-assertion and utter 

lawlessness rum mad has created an atmosphere about us which, as 

evidenced by many symptoms, has affected not a few of our own people, 

i insidiously warping their judgment and poisoning their affections, and 

in consequence working great injury to our churches. Thus it is found 

that at one time » pastor desires to lord it over his people, and these 

in turn over their pastor; and this regardless of the fact that the peace 

and prosperity of the congregation are thereby put in jeopardy. And 

_ what makes cases of this kind the more deplorable is that in many in- 

rt stances the strife is not about doctrine or about questions of right and 

wrong as determined by God’s Word, but about things external and 

temporal; about matters, therefore, concerning which Christians are free, 

and as children of peace should be ever ready to submit themselves one 

to another. To prevent mistinderstandings and contentions of this de- 

_ scription, it is certainly of great advantage to congregations, if the synod 

*. £ they are associated with points out upon the basis of the divine Word 

\ what are the rights and duties of pastor and people with respect to one 

—S another; and then in an evangelical way and brotherly spirit to insist 

‘so upon a faithful observance by all patties concerned of the relation as 

a 6 thus set forth. Briefly stated, synod aims to preserve— and if broken, 

Ff to restore — the peace in all its congregations, to the end that the com- 

ing of God’s kingdom may be furthered throughout its bounds. 


In still another direction a spirit of unrestraint is beginning to make 
itself felt among us, and to which I beg leave to call attention here. 
And this in reference to § 6, wherein “The promotion of the greatest 
uniformity attainable in the government of the Church and in its orders 
of service” is declared to be an object of Synod, and given as a reason 
for its organization. Orders of divine services are of a decidedly con- 
fessional character, giving expression to specific points of faith in their 
use. For this reason such prescribed forms and formularies may and do 
serve the purpose also of a criterion whereby one may judge whether 
or not a pastor is faithful in his ministrations of the means of grace 
—thus serving a purpose of considerable importance, especially to them 
that are as yet not thoroughly established in the faith. For this reason. 
arbitrary changes in the rituals adopted by the churches should be dep- 
recated and abstained from. Even if by some slight insertion here 
and omission there, the doctrine is left intact, yea, more clearly and 
beautifully set forth, — nevertheless it is unwise to make changes; for

if one tikes the Uberty or. subtract. from such orders without 
being held responsible, the same right cannot be consistently denied an- 
other; and if so, what might the end be, and what errors may not creep 


in? Giving way to this passion for things new and strange, and suffer- _ 


ing every one who listeth to make havoc of our forms, time-honored 
and rich in truth, as a matter of course, ‘these can no longer be looked 
upon as upon common doctrinal standards, nor serve any unitive pur- 
pose; on the contrary, needless offence will be given, and confusion will 
take the place of good liturgical order. 

__ Brethren! it is the one end and aim of our synod as a body thor- 


oughly Christian to promote the cause of our God and His Christ; to 


accomplish this our purpose, and to live ug to our high calling, it is 


imperatively necessary for us, that, aside from other requisites, we be |

Men of God, and Brethren! We are sorely lamed in some of our 
enterprises, and we wretchedly tome to grief in others; and this wholly 
and solely for lack of unanimity, and of action harmoniously united in 
point of effort and of time. I may be mistaken, and hope that I am; 
but it seems to me that this baneful sore is growing on us. We assemble 
ourselves —as a congregation, say, or as a conference, a district, or as 
a body general — we take counsel together; we invoke holy God to guide 
us in our deliberations; we resolve to do, and we pray for strength to 
do; and on the part of not a few, with that the matter is dismissed! 
Called to explain their obvious neglect of duty, refuge is finally taken 


_in the fact that synods are not divinely instituted, and being bodies 


merely advisory, its members can eventually do, each one as he thinks 


—pbest; that is to say, join or not join in the execution of any measure 


taken in hand. But surely, only a conscience sadly misguided and 
strangely elastic can derive satisfaction from excuses thus utterly flimsy ; 
however, by a resort to subterfuges so manifestly lacking good sense if 
not sincerity, neither holy God nor His people can be deceived. For 
whilst it is true that resolutions passed by synodical or human — or 
more accurately speaking, churchly — authority depend for any binding 
force they may have chiefly upon their material import and purpose, the 


other fact must not be overlooked, that by holding membership therein~ 


we tacitly agree to perform the duties implied in such membership; 
that is to say, co-operate in the execution of every good work that may 
be undertaken. Failing to do so without just cause, we sin; and in case 


we have been a party to the passing of any measure, and then neglect 


to do our part toward carrying it into effect, we but addto our sin by a 
breach of our own word and promise. 

Brethren! calling to mind the ultimate object of our ermpnlention 
and its work, how sad the fact that simply for lack of unity in mind 
and action, and for no other reason, we do not meet and measure up 
to the sacred demands of the hour, no, not in our resolutions and stil! 
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> a less in our performances. Let us fervently beseech the Lord whom we 
| ee serve, to fill us with His own mind and Spirit, to the end that we, being 
t many, may become one in mind, both in the truth divine, and in every 
| good work, to the praise of His own dear name.

In regard to any real property which, by reason of its situation 
or otherwise, is subject to the legislative authority of the Parliament of 
Canada, a license in mortmain shall not be necessary for the exercise of

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


— Breeruren: The Board of Directors of our Theological 
Seminary, Columbus; 0., begs leave to submit the following report: 


Attendance. 


By the grace and blessing of God, the prescribed courses of study 
for the two years passed could be finished without serious interruption. 
With the exception of a temporary indisposition of our venerable Dean, 

. W. Stelthorn, Che: oF, the health of teachers 
and students was excellent. 


In the school year 1912-1913 thirty-two cutabeitone attended classes, 
of whom seven entered the holy ministry. During the last year, 1913-1914, 
the number of students was forty-one, of whom fourteen were permitted 
to go forth as ambassadors of Christ. 

The college course baving been lengthened by one year, there were 
no college graduates this year; consequently there will be no candidates 
for the seminary from that source. However, five or six students, who 
have finished the Sophomore Class, expect to enter the seminary in 


September. 
Seminary Library. 


The total number of books in our seminary library, duplicates and 
periodicals not counted, is 5,430. The worthy librarian reports that the 
library is being extensively utilized by the students, and expresses the 
well-grounded conviction that when the library building, which is now 
being erected, is finished, a still better and more advantageous use of — 


the brary will result. 


A number of societies of different congregations of our Synod have 
resolved to increase the value and efficiency of our library by regular 
contribution. It is to be hoped that many more will follow this laudable 
example. 

Transactions and Resolutions of the Board. ... 


Four regular sessions were held by your Board. In these sessions 


the Messrs. J. Binkley and C. F. Mayer, Columbus, O., were re-elected 
as Trustees of Capital University, each for the period of three years. 


The bequests of the sainted Rev. Baughman for the endowment of a 
theological professorship being now in the hands of the Board, your 
Board created the “Baughman Professorship,” and decided that the 
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‘Dean of the Theological Faculty be the recipient of this benefaction, and

The present flourishing condition of our itistitution in Columbus, O., 
is certainly gratifying. The increase of students for the last year was so 
great, and a still larger increase is in view for the coming year, that it 
becomes absolutely necessary to provide housing for our boys.

In the name of the Board of Luther Seminary the undersigned subd- 
mits to Joint Synod the following: 

Looking back at the passed two years our hearts are filled with 
thanksgiving to the Lord, who has blessed us most graciously. 

In October, 1912, Dr. Ernst underwent a very serious operation, 
which catised an interruption of several weeks in his work. During this 
time his classes were taught, as far as possible, by Professor Doermann. 
In February, 1918, Professor Doermann suffered a fracture of the left 
leg and was confined to the hospital 8 weeks. His classes were in- 
structed by Dr. Ernst as far as his time and stretigth would permit. In 
spite of the faithful work of the professors, the theological instruction 
suffered considerably. In the proseminary there was no interruption. 

Last year all the professors enjoyed good health. In both depart- 
ments the work went on without any interruption. 

We rejoice that at last we have succeeded in securing two new pro- 
fessors for our institution. 

During the year 1912-1918, 95 students attended our school, of whom 
14 entered the ministry. On account of the urgent calls from Canada 9 
were sent out the latter part of January, 3 in March, and only 2 remained 
till the close of the year. 

During 1918-1914 there were again 95 students, of whom 12 entered — 
the ministry, all before the school closed. 

With the exception of a few cases, the students enjoyed good health 
and performed their work satisfactorily. In general their conduct was 


Again the board urgently petitions Joint Synod for another professor 
in order to arrange a six years’ course for the proseminary. I wish to 
draw attention to the fact that boys, 14 years of age, enter our institu- 
tion. not matured to take up the study of theology after 
5 years and therefore do not acquire the necessary education for the

Schooi, the undersigned beg to submit to the honorable Synod the 
following report: 

Your Board reorganized in February, 1913, by re-electing its former 
officers as follows: President, Rev. A. G. Bergener; Secretary, J. J. 
Ballmer; Treasurer, Dir. K. Hemminghaus. Besides the four regular 
meetings, three extra meetings were held. 

The Lord of mercy ruled over our institution and blessed its every 
endeavor beyond measure. Professors and students were protected from 
serious sickness and-.the work progressed without interruption. 


Enrollment as follows: For the year 1912-1913, Senior Normal 13, 
Junior Normal 50, Music 3, Unclassified 7, total 75; of these 28 were 
youfig ladies. For the year 1913-1914, Senior Normal 16, Junior Normal 
29, Music 6, Unclassified 7, total 58; of these 21 were young ladies. 
It is a remarkable fact and one to be deplored that in recent years 
there are so few boys to be found who are willing to prepare for the 
office of parochial school teacher. In the last two years the graduates 
in this department numbered 18, of which 5 were young ladies. The 
classes following are yery small. 

On February 22, 1918, Prof. A. O. Moench appeared before your 
Board asking for a peaceable dismissal; during the following April he 
handed in his resignation in writing, but through the influence of the 
Board was induced to withdraw the same. But in our meeting of Janu- 
ary, 1914, he again presented his resignation and as nothing the Board 
could do would induce him to change his mind, the resignation was 
accepted. 

To fill the vacancy thus caused, the Board met on March 28, 1914, 
and elected as his successor, Teacher Fred J. Mayer, who has accepted 
and expects to take up his duties in September, 1914. 


The calling and supporting of parochial school teachers on the part 
of the Mission Board was discussed at length by our Board, which 
discussion resulted in the following resolution: “We recommend firstly, 
that more parochial school teachers be called-to mission stations, and 
secondly, that $5,000 of the net profits of the Book Concern be placed 
at the disposal of the Mission Board annually for the funding and 
stipport of parochial schools in such congregations as may have become 
self-supporting but are not yet able to support a school. 
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On the recommendation of the faculty your Board resolved to issue 
a diploma to students of the Junior and Music Departments, who have 
satisfactorily completed the course of study of these departmenits- as out- 
lined by the faculty and ratified by the Board. 

In accordance with a.resolution of Joint Synod in 1912 (page 144- 
145) your Board has taken steps toward the erection of a building 
(gymnasium) to meet the urgent needs of our institution. A_ building 
committee has been appointed, plans are under consideration, moneys 
have been collected, and the donation of a site has been promised, but 
no contracts have as yet been entered into. 


There are prospects that the village of Woodville will install and 


operate a water works plant, and your Board petitions the honorable 
Synod for a special appropriation of $1,000 for the extension and in- 
stallation of the water mains into our buildings. 

Finally ‘we beg to remind the honorable Synod that the term of 
office of the following members of your Board has expired: Rev. A. G. 
Bergener, Rev. Theo. J. Stellhorn, Teacher Ed. Lauckner, Mr. H. Fuehr- 
meyer. Therefore two pastors, one teacher, and one layman are to be 
elected at this meeting. 

Praying that the Lord may guide and bless the honorable Synod in 
all its deliberations and resolutions, we respectfully subscribe ourselves 
in the name of the Board of Directors of the Woodville Normal School.

PACIFIC SEMINARY, OLYMPIA, WASH. 


The school term of 1912-1918 found Prof. A. P. Meyer and Prof. 
Wm. Hohberger on their posts of duty, while Miss Hermine Meyer, of 
Lincoln, IIL, assisted’ temporarily in. the business department. During 
vacation, in August 1913, Prof. Hohberger handed in -his—resigiiation, 
having accepted a position with the Spokane College. Soon after, Prof. 
Meyer resigned, but withdrew his resignat’on after the Board had decided 
to call a third teacher. Rev. A. Minnemann was requested to take Prof. 
Hohberger’s place, while Dr. Mariott filled the third professorship. In 
the first week of September, however, when school was to start, Prof. 
Meyer had at once to leave Olympia on account of heart disease, and 
Rev. Wittrock, Jr., was willing; upon request of the board, to step in 
and take his place until. other arrangements could be made. 

t a meeting in January 1914, Rev. O. A. Swinchart was called as 
of the school and first professor, Rev. A. Minnemiann as second, 
and Dr. Mariott as third proféssor. The work of soliciting and gaining 
new students had.evidently suffered under the circumstances. The num-

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During the Christmas vacation fire broke out in the school building 


doing considerable damage to the building and library; the damage is 
covered by insurance. The health and. moral condition of the students 
has been very good, Special acknowledgment is due to the faithfulness 


of some of our young men toward the institution of their Synod under 


the different trials and afflictions to which the same had been subject. 
Experiences of 7 to 8 years, however, seem to have ripenéd the 

conviction, that Olympia is not the proper locality for our school. Should 

we remain there, a considerable expense will have to be made in order to 


__ put our dormitory in proper condition. There is a probability that our 


school can be sold at an acceptable price. At our Januafy meeting it 
was resolved to ask General Synod’s authority that at an opportune time 
such may be done, subject to the approval of the General President, and 
that the school may be established at some other place. Since, in regard 
to this last point, certain overtures have been made to the Washington 
District by the Spokane College Board, an institution of the United Nor- 


‘wegian Lutheran Church, and since the Washington District is to submit 


to the General Synod at this meeting a petition to accept said overtures, 
your Board being unanimous with the District in this petition, it depends 
on the decision of General Synod which one of two requests for aflow- 
ances for the next two years will have to be considered. If we stay at 
Olympia we request an allowance of $6,700.00; if the school is transferred 
to Spokane, we need, including moving expenses, $5,400.00. 

Mr. C. Hellmann, having moved to California, resigned from the 
Board and Mr. Geo. Sillmann was elected to his place. Followirig' are 
the names of those whose time of service expires with this miceting:

HEBRON ACADEMY, HEBRON, NEB. 


Report of the Board. 


Dear Brernren: With gratitude to God, whose blessing has been. 
resting on Hebron Academy, the Board herewith submits its report. 
God has protected our institution from contagious diseases and 


other calamities. Harmony prevailed among the teachers and good order 


among the pupils. 

The number of pupils increased from 58 to 120 during the three 
years of its existence. In the Literary Department there were 88 pupils, 
compared with 29 the previous year. 

The instruction in the Literary Courses were given by two professors 
and one assistant. Mr. W. L.. Young, formerly assistant teacher, was 
called to the third professorship-granted by Synod two years ago. Mr 


- » Allwardt, now professor in Melville, Can., served as instructor until 
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Miss Herna Meyer was ready to enter upon her duties as teacher and 


_ matron in the new building. She has filled her position well, and the 


Board was glad to secure her services for another year. Prof, Paysen 
devotes his entire time to the Musical Department. Fr Pe 

As all the classes will be continued in the coming year, one more’ 
assistant teacher is needed in the Literary Department, and Joint Synod 
is herewith cordially requested to appropriate $600 for this purpose. 

By the help of God a suitable building was erected and dedicated to 


_ its use. The building is 42x78 feet; two. stories and high basement, 


brick and tile construction, sandstone trimmings, electric light, hot and 
cold water. The upper floor serves asya dormitory for our girls and their 
matron, eleven rooms being at their disposal. How happy the girls were 
when the time came that they could move into the new building. The 
former arrangement to room in private houses had proved very unsatis- 
factory. On the first or main floor are several rooms used as the studio 
and practice rooms for the Musical Department, and the two larger rooms 
which are intended for the proposed Business Course. The basement 
comprises kitchen, dining-room, boiler-room and several rooms for the 
housekeeper. The cost of the building amounts to almost $15,000, in- 
cluding furniture and fixtures. . 


About $10,500 was collected by means of the “Egg Plan,” devised 
by Mr. Theodor Buehring, the invalid brother of our director, in 
memory of whose faithful work the building received the name “Theodora 
Hall” To this was added the sum of about $2,000 subscribed by the 
business men in Hebron. A deficit remains of about $2,000. The hon- 
orable Synod is herewith requested to assume this debt. 

When the Board set to work to carry out Synod’s resolution to 
erect a new building (the original request was for an addition to the 
old one), it found itself in an unpleasant situation; on one hand the 
impossibility of erecting a suitable building for the money specified by 
Synod; on the other hand the urgent need for the new building. After 
earnest and careful consideration your Board decided to put up a plain, 
but substantial building suitable for our purpose, hoping that Synod 
would see into it and approve the action of the Board. 


- In the garret of the old building, where the beds of the boys are, 
some changes and improvements must be made, in consideration of the 
health and comfort of our boys, costing approximately $300. According 
to present indications a new roof is needed on the old building within 
the next two years. 

For the coming two years the Board asks for an annual appropriation 
of $4,200. 

Finally the attention of Synod is respectfully called to the fact that 
the term of office of two members of the Board, Rev. C. Dagefoerde, 
Bruning, Nebr., and Mr. Wilhelm Damm, expires at this meeting.

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LUTHER ACADEMY, MELVILLE, SASK. 


The Luther Academy Board begs leave to submit the following report : 


I. Your Board o ; Sept. 19, 1912, by electing the following 
officers: Chairman, Ref. J. Fritz; Secretary, Rev. L. F. Tank; Treasurer, 
Mr. J. D. Miller. 

Il. The following calls to the directorship of our Academy were 
extended, but declined: Rev. Paul F. Hein, Rev. Emanuel Poppen, Rev. 
S. A. Stein. On the Mth of April, 1913, Mr. August Bachmann, of 
Killaley, Sask., was elected a member of the Board, to take the place of 
Mr. John Brodt, who had tendered his resignation. On the 30th of 
May, 1913, the first sod for our institution was brokev.. The corner- 
stone was laid on the 6th of July, 1918. Sept. 30, Rev. H. Schandt was 
called to the Presidency of our Academy, and he accepted. Rev. F. G. 
Gahre, of Wamego, Kans., who was called as second professor at the 
same time, declined. Mr. K. S. Morgenroth, of Tavistock, Ontario, was 
engaged for a year as teacher with a salary of $600 per annum. The 
dedicatory services of our institution were celebrated on the 16th of 
November, 1918. Rev. Prof. H. K. G. Doermann, of St. Paul; Rev. F. 
Beer, of Brandon, Man., and Rev. Geo. Gehrke delivered the festive 
sermons. Luther Academy opened its doors to students on Jan. 5th, 1914. 

Prof. C. H. Allwardt, ef Hebron, Nebr., was called as second 
professor on the 6th of January, 1914. He accepted. In spite of the fact 
that our Academy opened its doors in the midst of a severe winter, 36 
students entered for our first term. Eight of this number left before 
the close of school to help on the farm; 28 students attended to the end. 
Only two students received beneficiary support. The conduct of the 
students was good; serious offenses against the rules hardly ever occurred. 

Ill. The cost of the building, including interior furnishings, travel- 
ing expenses of the collectors and of the Board, who met quite frequently, 
totals to $28,979.81. Without interior furnishings, etc., $21,068.41. Up to 
date $17,839.57 have been received. Our present indebtedness is $6,140.30, 
of which $8,200 is covered by subscriptions. Very little money. was re- 
ceived for. the interior furnishings. The poor crops, here and there, in 
the past year, lack of employment and financial depression 


prevailing 
- gince last fall, and imcreasing daily, are the cause of the delinquency of 
our subscriptions. This summer’s drought adds to our predicament. The 


prospects of ratsing the whole amount of our indebtedness this year in 
our Canadian field are very scant. We need urgently to negotiate for a 
loan of at least $4,000.00 immediately. 


IV. It is a source of great pleasure to us to be able to state the 


fact that the income of our students not only paid all household expenses, . 


but also the salary of Teacher Morgenroth. We sorely needed three 


instructors during our first term, and for the next year our need will 


be still greater.

again closed two years of its work of mercy. God's protection and 
faithfulness, his goodness and blessing, have rested upon our Home, and 
He has richly provided for the manifold needs of its inmates. The Lord 
has again reminded us that the care of orphans is His business, and 
that we as His servants have merely to distribute the gifts of His 
bounty bestowed upon us, and that the Church justly ‘sings: “Thou feedest 
us from year to year.” 

Of course, we have had our cares and visitations. In February of 
last year a scarlet fever epidemic visited

SAINT JOHN’S LUTHERAN HOMES, MARS, PA. 


In the name of the Board of the Homes we would submit the follow- 
ing biennial report for your consideration: 

Dear Bretoren: The past two years have brought a number of 
changes and some serious problems before the management of the Homes. 
But we thank God for His kind providence and gracious direction in all 
of our difficulties. He has abundantly blessed our meager efforts to do 
a great work. 

The personnel of the Board has been radically changed, but one spirit 
has continued to prevail. Almost immediately after returning the last 
report to synod, pastor H. J. Reimann, a faithful member of our Board 
since 1896, was called to his heavenly home. Pastor F. H. Meyer was 
elected by Synod in his stead. In November 1912, Brother Christian Zies, 
another faithful member of the Board was called to rest. Brother August 
Poerschke was elected by the Board to serve until this meeting of Synod. 
In December of the same year, pastor H. J. Schuh, one of the founders 
of the Homes as well as a most ardent supporter and president of the 
Board since its formation, presented his resignation because of his removal 
to Anna, O. Pastor C. V. Sheatsley was elected to take his place until 

Hardly had the new members of the Board become acquainted with 
the work when an epidemic of typhoid fever broke out in the Homes. It 


‘threatened serious results, but after locating and removing the sources of 


infectiqn its ravages were checked and no deaths resulted. At about the 
same time thesState demanded proper sewage disposal; this gave us much 
concern until connection was finally made with the sewer system of Mars. 
More extensive and sanitary lavatory and toilet facilities had to be pro- 
vided at considerable expense. A good depot conveyance was purchased 
and a combined stable and wagon shed was built. Just now more ex- 
tensive and modern laundry facilities are being installed, made imperative 
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by the increasing number of persons residing at the Homes; the number 
now being about 70. 

With the growing up of the shrubbery about the buildings and the 
enhancement of the grounds by the new gateway erected by friends from 
Carnegie, the Homes present a very inviting appearance. 

The three deaconesses in active charge of the Homes have labored 
zealously and patiently, both for the temporal and spiritual good of the 
inmates. Your Board has recently resolved to place a man in charge of 
the grounds and buildings in order to relieve the sisters somewhat of 
overwork. We hope to soon find a suitable man. 

Reporting for the Old Folks’ Home we would state that during the 
past two years 12 persons have been received: 9 of the inmates have been 
laid to rest; 2 have been dismissed and 1 expelled. The financial condi- 
tion will appear from the appended treasurer’s report. 

As to the Orphanage we would report that during the last biennium 83 
children have been received; 2 have been taken to their heavenly home; 
11 have been returned to tatives or have been placed in Christian 
families. One child was dismissed as incorrigible. At present there are 
47 children in the Home. The treasurer’s report for the Orphanage is also 
appended. | 

Teacher Arthur F. Freytag continues to conduct the school, at present 
having 28 children. This work is peculiarly difficult and Bro. Freytag has 
our encouragement. Pastor Eugene Spoehr continues to have the spiritual 
care of the Homes in charge, faithfully ministering in Word and Sacra- 
ment to old and young. ; 

Because of the increasing number of those received into our Homes 
(we now feed and house about 70 persons) and becatise of the increased 
cost of food-stuffs as well as repairs, etc., your Board must petition 
Synod for an increased appropriation of $1,000.00 per-annum. We now 
receive $3,000.00—we need $4,000.00. | 

With this meeting of Synod, pastor F. H. Meyer’s term of service 
expires, also that of Bro. Aug. Poerschke, elected pro tem. by the Board in 
place of Bro. Christian Zies, deceased; also the term of pastor C. V. 
Sheatsley elected pro tem in place of pastor H. J. Schuh, president. 

With thankfulness to God for His kind providence and His grace 
in Christ Jesus we submit this report to your honorable body.

We would call special attention to the fact that this Fund which 
can render such valuable aid to struggling mission congregations by en- 
abling them to secure a modest but respectable church home with the 
aid of a loan for five years without interest, has received less in contri- 
butions during the past two years than during the two years previous. 

While this treasuty apparently shows a surplus at present, this money 
has all been promised to various congregations and is being paid out as 
fast as the necessary securities are being furnished. ; 

A great deal of mission money could and would be saved if this Fund 
were better supported, so that the missions by being helped to a church 
home could pay midre toward pastors’ support. We already have appli- 
cations for new loans amounting to several times the amount of contri- 
butions received during the past two years. 
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In conclusion we ask for your earnest prayers and hearty co-opera- 


tion in behalf of our Home Mission work, inasmuch as tot only 
the future growth of our congregations here at home, but also the con- 
tinued support and extension of our foreign mission work will be largely 
dependent upon the results of our home mission work.

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FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Two years ago the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and other States 
resolved to enter into an agreement with the Honorable Hermannsburg 
Mission Society by which the stations Puttur and Kodur, in East India, 
would be legally transferred to our Synod. At the same time a Board of 
Foreign Missions was elected, consisting of Prof. E. Pfeiffer, Prof. K. 
Hemminghaus, Teacher Geo. L. Conrad, Mr. Wm. Altman and Rev. J. H. 


_ Schneider. | 
These men met on September the seventh and effected an organization 


by electing Prof. E. Pfeiffer President and Rev. J. H. Schneider Secretary. 
Rev. A. W. Werder had already been elected Treasurer, though he is not 
a member of the Board. 

In order to be fair to all concerned in the deal respecting the purchase 
of the two stations in question, our Board suggested to the Hermannsburg 
Brethren that they appoint two disinterested missionaries, laboring in 
India, and that we also appoint two. These men should act as a com- 
mittee and should appraise the property. Our suggestion was accepted. 


The appraisers were: Rev. H. Gaebler and Rev. R. Schomerus of the ~ 


Leipzig Missionary Society, acting for Hermannsburg, and Rev. C. F. 
Kurder and Rev. Ernst Neudoerfer of the General Council, acting for 
our Synod. These men visited Kodur and Puttur, made an itemized re- 
port of their findings and fixed the price at Seventeen Thousand and Six 
Hundred Dollars — $17,600— minus an Edinburg grant, amounting to 
Eight Hundred and Sixty-seven Dollars — $867, making the actual price 
to be paid by our Synod Sixteen Thousand, Seven Hundred and Thirty- 
three Dollars — $16,733. This is a higher price than Synod had expected 
to pay. Sufficient reasons were, however, given, and have since then been 
published, to justify this difference. After a somewhat protracted legal 
procedure, the title to the two stations and twelve out-stations was finally 
transferred and Ten Thousand Dollars — $10,000 — of the purchase price 
paid to the Director of the Hermannsburg Mission Society, leaving a 
residue of Six Thousand Seven Hundred and Thirty-three Dollars — 
$6,733.00 — to be r-mc ved. 

Recently a large territory, lying north of Kodur, with Rajampet as 
the center, and formerly served by missionaries from the London Mis- 
sionary Society, has been transferred to us, giving us three more little 


congregations. We pay $100 for a dwelling in which a catechist can live. © 


After careful and, therefore, prolonged deliberation, Rev. Jesse P. 
Pflueger of New Orleans, La., was called as our first Foreign Missionary 
from our own ranks. He accepted the call and set about to fit himself 
for his new sphere of labor by taking a course of instructions in Tropical 
Diseases in the Tulane University of New Orleans. On May thirty-first, 
he was commissioned in Columbus, Ohio, and sent forth. He is ex- 
pected to attend a course of lectures at Hermannsburg during the summer 
months, and to proceed to India some time in October, that being con- 
sidered the most propitious season for newcomers to arrive in India. 
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To furnish room for Rev. Pflueger at Putter, the place which the 
Missionsrat considered most suitable, a bungalow had to be built. This 
will afford room for other missionaries, while they are engaged in learn- 
ing the language of the land. 

The work at Puttur and Kodur, together with the work at the out- 
stations belonging to each, has been carried on without interruption. 
The missionaries, Rev. J. N. Wittmann and Rev. John Maneke, have 
paid especial attention to the establishing of schools. Decided advances 
have been made in this particular. A door to the children of higher castes 

Individuals, societies and congregations have rendered valuable help 
in our work by assuming the support of children at school and of native 
workers and out-stations, and even of schools. Thus there are sixty- 
four children who are supported and twenty-seven native workers. 
The readiness of our people to help was also manifested when some 
sent goodly amounts of money and declared their willingness to renew 
this gift annually. Four well-filled Christmas boxes are on the way to 
India. St. Mark’s Sunday-school, Butler, Pa., is about to send a church 
bell to Puttur. Mrs. C. J. Simen, Pittsburg, Pa., helped the dispensary 
at Kodur. Others are at work to send a magic lantern. 

To our sorrow Rev. Hartwig Harms, who is known to many in our 
synod, and who has rendered us very valuable services, was recalled from 
India by the Hermannsburg Society. 

Rev. J. Rohwer, the newly appointed Superintendent of the Her- 
mannsburg Society in East India, has declared his readiness to help us 
in every way possible. He-~has already made good his promises in re- 
peated valuable services. 

The “Missionsrat” in India has given us repeated good advice and 
help. 

The autho 


giving us the s of two energetic missionaries: Rev. J. N. Witt- 
mann and Rev. n Maneke, and of a number of native workers. Our 
thanks are certainly due to our missionaries, their wives and their 
helpers. It is also worthy of note that we are receiving new native 
workers from the seminary at Nayudupeta, where we support two of 
the instructors. 

Rev. Geo. Diach, Sec. of the General Council Foreign Mission 
Board has richly deserved our thanks. 

Our present needs are: 

Money to pay the debt still resting on the two stations. Money to 
meet our constantly increasing annual expenses. Money to purchase a 
tract of land in the Kodaikanal District, and to erect there buildings 
for our people during their stay in the mountains. Thus far they have 
found room in the houses furnished by Hermannsburg. This too is no 
little kindness. Money for the erection of new schools and a number 
of out-stations. 

Men to take charge of the stations when, may we hope after many 
years, the Reverends Wittmann and Maneke who have only been “lent” 


a at Hermannsburg have done us a great favor by 
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to us may retire. Men to take charge of the medical work. We need 
especially a physician for the work at Kodur. Rev. Wittmann can 
not do all that is expected of him. Native Christian men and women 
to take charge of the schools. 

Women to help in the work for women. 

Interest among our pastors and people in our work. 

Love to God and our benighted fellowmen and our devoted work- 
ers. 

Prayers for the work and for the workers. 

From the last annual report; dated January, 1914; prepared: by 
Rev. Hartwig Harms, we offer the following data: 


“In the district of the Ohio Synod work is being done on 1we 
stations and twelve out-stations by two European workers, two mission- 
aries’ wives, one native pastor, three deacons, one head master, twenty- 
three teachers and catechists, five Bible women and lady teachers, three 
elders. In all thirty-five native Christian workers. To these must be 
added six heathen head masters and ten common school teachers. 

In the section belonging to Kodur a large school with three teachers 
was turned over to us at Anantarajapeta and a new school has been 
opened at Bomavaram. In the section belonging to Puttur, a large ele- 
mentary school with five teachers has been opened in Puttur itself and 
a mixed school with two teachers at Karvetinaggaram. At Koppedu 
a new out-station was started. 

In the whole Ohio district five new schools and out-stations were 
launched. 

At Chitwail a dwelling was built for the pastor. 

A Boarding School for girls was opened at Kodur. 

Work among women is done in the Ohio district under the skillful 
direction of Mrs. Maneke in Puttur and in Karvetinaggaram. 

In Puttur there is a large school for girls under the care of two 
Christian and one heathen lady teachers. 

At Karvetinaggaram the school is as yet in its beginning, since we 
have not yet had our own building. Sund. Zacharias and his wife are 
here engaged as teachers. 

Two Bible women are at work at Puttur and one at Karvetinag- 
garam. About eighty houses are being visited. 

Medical work has been done especially in the asylum for lepers 
at Kodur. Twenty-nine unfortunates found shelter and care here. 
Rev. J. N. Wittmann attended to these and to about three thousand 
other patients of every description.

§ 1. 


Tue Osyect. 


The Joint Synod elects the Board of Forcign Missions for the pur- 


pose of ordering, regulating and advancing our mission work among 
the heathen. 


§ 2. 


Tae ORGANIZATION. 


This Board is composed of five members, elected by Synod for a 
term of six years, in the following order: At one meeting of Synod 
one member is elected, at the second meeting two members are elected 
and at the third meeting two members are elected. After Synod has 
adjourned, the Board meets and organizes by electing from its midst: 


a. A President who shall preside at all meetings, and who has the 
right to call special meetings of the Board, ‘if such become necessary. 


b. A Treasurer who shall receive all moneys sent in for this mission. 


He shall credit these moneys and shall pay them out upon order of the 
Board. 


c. A Secretary who shall attend to the correspondence of the Board, 
‘keep accurate minutes of all its meetings and furnish information con- 
cerning our Foreign mission work to our pastors and congregations 


. 
| 
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§ 3. 
Tue Duties. 


a, This Board shall extend all calls to missionaries after it has sufh 
ciently informed itself concerning the fitness of the person to be called 
for foreign mission work. 

b, This Board shall begin new stations and outstations as the neces- 
sity for such may appear. If new fields are to be entered in other coun- 
tries, Synod must resolve to do this. 

c, This Board shall erect and keep in repair the buildings needed for 
dwellings, for schools, for the care of the sick, and for divine services. 
Debts exceeding $6,000, and made for the purpose of erecting buildings, 
can be incurred only with the sanction of Synod.

MEETINGS. 
The Board holds regular quarterly sessions. 


§ 5. 
VACANCIES. 


Vacancies, if occurring during the term of office, shall be filled by 
the Board, the General President approving of the choice made. 


NEGRO MISSIONS. 


Dear BretHren :— By the Grace of God we have been enabled to 
carry on the work for another two years. We are thankful to be able 
to say that the work is not at a standstill, that some progress has been 
made, and progress which is of such a nature as cannot be shown in 
figures. Our'two missions have now been put into such condition that 
visible results should follow. 


Our greatest disappointment has been our failure to secure candi- 
dates for the ministry. Mr. Daniel R. Braxton has been under the charge 
of our missionary since April, 1912. He was first instructed and con- 
firmed.. Then he took up the study of theology, devoting to it the time 
that he could spare from his daily labor, while making a living. In 
October, 1913, he was taken into the employment of the board and placed 
in charge of the school, thus giving him practical experience, but he still 
lacks considerable preparation before he will be ready for ordination. It 
is very difficult to get the right kind of colored youths, because many 
of the colored preachers have brought themselves into disrepute, so that 
the self-respecting youths haye but little desire to enter the office. In . 
view of this difficulty of securing suitable candidates in Baltimore, we 
would petition all the members of Synod to keep a sharp lookout for any 
eligible and available colored young men, and put them into communi- 
cation with our missionary. . 


* 
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The Mission School. 


The school has been in continuous operation, completing its third 
year on June 1. This school was started as a missionary center in a 
region abounding in ignorance and vice. Unexpected difficulties have 
been encountered since the beginning. Mr. Braxton, after taking charge, 
has succeeded in introducing needed improvements. The discipline has 
been improved and the pupils have been more faithful in their studies 
and more regular in their attendance. The beneficiaries have taken the 
expense of heating and text-books upon themselves, thus provoking the 
hostility of those who preferred stovenly easy-going methods; but the 
parents of those children who have continued, have been faithful adhe- 
rents of the school. The enrollment has been respectively 27, 37 and 26. 

During the first year services were held every Sunday morning, but 
were changed to the afternoon and found more preferable by the people. 
for the last year these services have been almost exclusively in the 
charge of Student Braxton. Our Lutheran services are beginning to be 
appreciated and Rev. Richards has organized the catechetical class of 
eight and has begun the instruction as the beginning of a congregation. 

In the near future the services will be held at night and we look for 
still better attendance with this change.

St. Philip’s Congregation. 


The membership in this congregation is with very few exceptions 
faithful and loyal. It has been stationary; what has been gained by ac- 
cessions has unfortunately been offset by deaths and removals. The 
church property has been put in an inviting shape by some improvements 
and alterations. Church and Sunday-school attendance has increased, the 
latter reaching on June 7 the number of 43. Most of the colored popu- 
lation in reach of our church have at least a nominal church member- 
ship in one or the other of the sectarian churches, so at least are we 
informed, when we invite any to our services. Where they are not so 
connected, they seem so suspicious or irreligious as to be so far inac- 
cessible to our influence. 

Our most encouraging feature is the Sunday-school. Here the limit 
lies in the supply of competent teachers. From the information that we 
have gained the other schools in the neighborhood give little instruction, 
employing the children chiefly in soliciting money. There seems to be 
an awakening to the fact that we seek the children to instruct them and 
that they do learn’ something in our school and thus the parents are 
becoming more interested in the church, so that we may look forward 
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to new and greater progress in this congregation, than has marked the 
work in the past. This congregation during the year 1912 contributed 
for current expenses, $153.47, and benevolence, $38.73; for 1913 these 
amounts, respectively, were $194.54, and $41.53. 

With the sale of the parsonage, we have been enabled to cancel the 
debt and the contributions from the congregations and individuals have 
been very generous, so that we have been abundantly able to re. on the 
work. 

The term of office of Rev. O. C. Mees expires with this meeting of

REPORT OF THE PUBLICATION BOARD. 


Dear Brethren :—Your Board on publication matters herewith submits 
its sixteenth biennial report. 

1. Organisation and Officers. The Board elected at the convention 
of synod in 1912, met September 10, 1912, and organized by electing Prof. 
Edward Pfeiffer as chairman, Rev. C. C. Hein as secretary, and Prof. 
Edward Pfeiffer and the Revs. C. C. Hein and J. Sheatsley as Executive 
Committee.—April 19, 1914, Mr. Geo. Horst, elected at the last convention 
of synod, tendered his resignation because of his inability to attend the 
meetings of the Board. His resignation was accepted, and synod will 
have to fill the vacancy. 

2. Profits of the Book Concern.—The reports of the manager audited 
by an expert accountant, as resolved by synod, show our Book Concern 
to be in a most prosperous condition. The net profits of the year 1912- 
1913 were $21,448.48, the net profits of the year 1913-1914 were $27,418.95, 
a total of $48,867.43 since the last convention of synod. God has blessed 
this branch of our work; let us render thanks unto Him! 

3. Tracts—Regarding the publication of tracts the Board wishes to 
submit the following report, to-wit:

B. The following tracts will appear soon: Family Worship; The 
Religion of the Lodge; Infant Baptism; Intermarriages; Unsere An- 
stalten; Better than Gold; Eile und errette Deine Seele; Why stand aloof? 
For Jesus’ sake; Um Jesu willen; Dein Kind im Hause; Dein Kind in 
der Sonntagsschule ; Dein Kind in der Gemeindeschule; Dein Kind im Kon- 
firmandenunterricht; Dein Kind nach der Konfirmation; The Child at 
Home; The Child and the Sunday-school; The Child and the Parish

C. While we published 495,000 copies of tracts, only 135,900 were 
sold, and while we have been very successful in getting the manuscripts, 
we are not satisfied with the sale of the tracts, many of our pastors and 
congregations not participating in the distribution. A more systematic 
distribution is necessary if the publication of tracts should prove the 
blessing desired. 

D. As we consider this branch of our work very important, we re- 
quest synod to set aside as subsidy for the next two years the sum of 
$400 per annum from the profits of the Book Concern. 


4.- Lutheran Youth—In conformity with synod’s resolution, the 


Board discontinued the publication of “Little Missionary” and “Child's 
Paper,” and beginning January 1, 1913, published the “Lutheran Youth,” 
a 16 page Young People’s weekly, which, at the present time, has 14, 
826 subscribers. Prof. C. B..Gohdes was appointed editor-in-chief, at a 
salary of $300 per annum; Rev. G. W. Lose editor of the Juvénile De- 
partment, at a salary of $50 per annum, which was raised to $75 in 
September, 1913; and Rev. W. H. Lehmann editor of the Missionary De- 
partment, at a salary of $50. At this meeting synod should fix the sal- 
arises of the associate editors of this publication. 

5. German Hymnbook—The manuscript of the revised German 
Hymnbook is in the hands of the printer, and the new pocket edition will 
appear soon. This edition will contain all the forms of service, the re- 
vised text of the hymns, the appendix, etc., as resolved by synod. Al- 
though synod resolved to publish the revised German Hymnbook also in 
the medium and large editions, we do not deem it advisable to carry 
out synod’s resolution at the present time, as the plates of these editions 
are still in very good condition. As soon, however, as a reprint becomes 
necessary we will add the forms of service, etc., to make the three edi- 
tions uniform. 
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6. Winnipeg Branch.—Regarding this branch, established in Sep- 
tember, 1911, we wish to report that some progress has Been made, and 
that it is now practically self-supporting. We request synod to grant the 
Board permission to buy one, or more, lots in Winnipeg, and to erect a 
suitable building for the branch if the Board finds it advantageous. 


7. New Sunday-school Hymnal—After conferring with several of 
the districts of synod, the Board came to the conclusion that the publi- 
cation of a new Sunday-school Hymnal is advisable. A committee, ap- 
pointed by the Board, prepared the manuscript, and the Board requests 
synod to authorize the publication. 


8. Sunday-school Papers.—For various reasons the Board deems it 
advisable to enter into an agreement with the Publication Board of the 
Hon. Synod of Iowa, regarding the German and the English Sunday- 
school papers. We propose to discontinue the publication of the “Kind- 
erfreude,” substituting the lowa “Kinderblatt,” if the Publication Board 
of the Iowa Synod agrees to take our “Lutheran Youth,” instead of pub- 
lishing an English Sunday-school paper of its own. We, therefore, ask 
synod to authorize our Board to discuss this plan with the Publication 
Board of the lowa Synod, the Board to be empowered to make all nec- 
essary ‘arrangements. 


9. Zeitblitter-Magazcine.—Regarding this publication we make the 
following recommendations, approved by the President of Joint Synod, 
Sut not by the theological faculty of Capital University, which has its 
,» doubts as to the advisability of the plan, to-wit: 1. That the Ohio and 
f the Iowa synods consolidate their theological magazines into a German- 
English one, to appear monthly; 2. That either synod appoint one editor- 
in-chief, the one for the German, the other for the English section of 
the magazine, likewise associate editors in equal number, as necessity may 
suggest; 3. That every contributor bear the responsibility for his article 
alone; 4. That, however, the editors-in-chief are directed to receive no 
contribution containing anything at variance with the Confessions of the 
Church. 

We request synod to consider these propositions, and, if approved, 

to submit them to the Hon. Synod of lowa. 


10. Uniform texts and lesson leaves. \n case several Lutheran synods 
would be ready to publish Sunday-school lesson leaves jointly, and the 
list of texts agreed upon would be satisfactory, will synod grant its 
Board permission to discontinue the publication of our lesson leaves, and 
substitute those published jointly? 


11. Advertisements.—The manager of the Book Concern wishes to 
submit a plan whereby advertisements for our periodicals may be so- 
licited on the basis of the combined circulation lists of all publications 
represented in the “Lutheran Editorial Association.” The Board re- 
quests synod to hear and consider the plan. 


12. Lutheran Year Book. As there is a movement on foot to publish 
a Lutheran Year Book, the Board wishes to be authorized to co-operate 
in forming a plan, ete, said plan to be submitted to synod for approval. 
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13. Parochial and Financial Reports—The Board petitions synod to 
advise the districts to discontinue the publication of the parochial and 
financial reports in their respective Minutes, and to publish them in our 
almanacs, the districts to bear the expenses proportionately. 

14. Additional pages in Kirchenzeitung und Standard.—Inasmuch as 
the Book Concern needs all the room assigned for advertisements in 
Kirchenzeitung und Standard during the Christmas and Easter seasons, 
and inasmuch as the General Institution and the Mission Treasuries de- 
mand more room for credits during these seasons than usually, and refuse 
to have the publication of these credits postponed, the Board petitions 
synod to jnstruct these treasuries to pay for four additional pages in two 
issues of the Kirchenzeitung and Standard during the Christmas and 
Easter seasons. 

15. Valuation of Real Estate. In order to place a fair valuation 
on the real estate of the Book Concern, the Board had it appraised by the 
Columbus Real Estate Board, which makes it a business to appraise prop- 
erty at its actual value, without taking in consideration its original cost. 
While the real estate value was given at $118,500 in the last report, this 
board places it at $95,000. We, therefore, ask synod to adopt this figure, 
and to instruct the manager to begin the new fiscal year accordingly, 
showing in a foot note why the real estate value has been reduced. 

16. Another man.—The Board came to the conclusion that the appoint- 

ment of another man in the Book Concern, who shall edit copy and read 

proof, take charge of the periodical department and that of church music, 
etc., is absolutely necessary. It resolved to appoint such a man at its 
next meeting. 

17. Manager's Salary.—The Board resolved to raise the manager’s 
salary to $2500 per annum, beginning July 1, 1914, and wishes to report 
this to synod in accordance with synod’s resolution of 1912.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO DRAFT A PLAN BY WHICH ALL 
TREASURIES WILL BE UNDER THE MANAGEMENT 
OF ONE TREASURER. 


To the Hon. President and delegates of Joint Synod, assembled: 


Your Committee carefully considered the matter referred to it, and 
begs leave to report as follows: 


1. Treasuries to be United under One Treasurer. 


Such a suggested arrangement may be made without delay or change 
of CONSTITUTION provided, the Joint Synod and all the several dis- 
tricts hereafter, as heretofore, retain their own treasury and elect their 
own treasurer. Since the Joint Synod treasury does not depend on col- 
lections, but on a pro rata assessment on the district treasuries, it is pref- 
erable to retain this treasury. Neither do those funds, legacies and en- 
dowments, not under the direct. control of Joint Synod, but belonging 
to the several institutions and their treasuries,_present_any difficulty for— 
such an arrangement, provided the administration of the same remain 
in the same hands as heretofore, which, in the nature of the case, is 
preferable. 
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Accordingly, we submit the following plan: 

a) That the following treasuries of Joint Synod —the General In- 
stitution treasury, the Foreign Mission, Home Mission (except the 
Church Building Fund), the Board of Aids, and Board of Administration, 
treasuries, and such other treasuries as may hereafter be created by 
Synod, be united under one treasurer, yet so that each treasury remain 
intact. 

b) That the incumbent of this office be known as “The General 
Treasurer of Joint Synod.” 

c) That this treasurer be elected for a period of two years, at each 
regular convention of Joint Synod, and that he be required to devote his 
whole time and energy to the duties of his office, for which service he 
shall receive a salary of $............ , payable monthly. 

d) That the treasurer be placed under bond at the expense of the 
Synod, the amount to be fixed by Synod. 


il. Amendments Necessary. 


The following amendments necessary for such an arrangement can 
be made without delay: 


1. By amending the By-Laws to the Constitution of Joint as follows: 
§3, b: Instead of a “Genera! Institutional Treasurer,” insert The 
General Treasurer of Joint Synod. 


2. By amending the constitution of the Home Mission Board, as 
follows : 


§2. * * * After the adjournment of Synod the board shall elect 
from its own midst a president who shall preside at all meetings, etc. 
** * 

Further, instead of b and c: 

The executive officer elected by Synod shall serve as secretary and 
treasurer of the board, and shall discharge the duties of his office accord- 
ing to the regulations adopted by Synod in 1908. To these regulations 
the following should be added in the proper place: 

He shall also serve as treasurer of the board, receive the money ap- 
propriated by Synod, from the General Treasurer of Synod, receipt for 
the same, and disburse said money as per order of the board. 


8. By amending the regulations of the Board of Aids’ treasury as 
follows : 


V. For this purpose the secretary instead of the “treasurer.” 

VI. Strike out “treasurer” and insert The General Treasurer of 
Joint Synod shall serve as treasurer of the board. Further, instead of 
“treasurer,” insert secretary. 

4. By amending the regulations of the Board of Administration as 
follows : | 
~~~ §2.~ amended~ form): Members ofthe same shall be: The 
President of Joint Synod, the General Treasurer of Joint Synod, and 
three (or four) persons appointed, or elected, by Synod. The term of 
office of the last named shall be six years (provided three are elected) 
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so that one member is-elected every two years. The treasurers of the . 


several institutions and boards shall be advisory members. 

§3. (In amended form). The Board of Administration shall organ- 
ize by electing a chairman and secretary, whose term of office shall be 
two years. The General Treasurer of Joint Synod shall serve as treas- 
urer. The above named officers * * * 


itt. Administrative Regulations. 


The duties of the General Treasurer of Joint Synod shall be: 

1. He shall receive all monies contributed for the various institu- 
tions and treasuries of Synod — collections, personal gifts, bequests, etc. 
— be responsible for and receipt the same, and acknowledge the same in 


‘the Church papers. 


2. He shall make known to the Church the need of the various 
treasuries by publishing suitable notices in the Church periodicals; by 
correspondence; orally at synodical conventions, conferences and other 
assemblies; by personal effort and other means; in order that each treas- 
ury may receive at the time appointed, according to its needs. 

8. He shall] disburse money received only as follows: 


a) To the various institutions and boards all the appropriations of 
Synod, in monthly installments, but only after official notification of the 
sum appropriated, by the secretary of Synod. 


b) All other appropriations of Synod, in monthly installments, when 
officially ordered to do so. 


c) All other disbursements not included in the above, shall be made 
only when officially ordered, with the exception of the expense which 
the administration of the office entatls, for which the treasurer must ac- 
courft to Synod. 


4. The books of the General Treasurer of Joint Synod shall be 
open for inspection at all times, shall be audited quarterly by the com- 
mittee appointed by Synod and a summary report published in the Church 
papers semi-annually. The treasurer shall also furnish a summary re- 
port of all receipts and disbursements, to the President of Joint Synod 
six weeks prior to the regular convention of Synod. 


Iv. Board of Emergency. 


In case of emergency which may arise in such extensive work to 
which, by the grace of God our Synod has grown, calls for the expendi- 
ture of money not provided for in the appropriations of Synod, may be- 
come necessary. To meet such exigencies and safeguard the interests 


of Synod, we recommend the creation of a Board of Emergency, to.con- - 


sist of the Genera] President and such district presidents as he .may 
select in each case, who shall examine the claims, publish same to the 
Church, provide for the collection of the funds needed, and to authorize 
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the General Treasurer to make the payments. In case of dire necessity 
a loan may be made through and subject to the Board of Administration.

INVESTIGATION OF STATE SCHOOL BOOKS. 


Dear Breriiken: Your committee appointed two years ago “to take 
steps to investigate various school books within the territory of the 
different districts, and that the results of such investigation be brought 
to the notice of synod,” begs leave to submit the following report: 

Regarding the inception of this movement, and the organization of 
the work pursuant to the resolution of Joint Synod, we refer to an 
article in our Zeitblaetter-Magaszine for March, 1914, pp. 153-174. We 
append also, as a part of this report, a list of our assistants, repre- 
senting the different districts of synod in the various states and prov- 
inces; also two circular letters, outlining the work in hand. One of the 
latter was designed to make inquiry into unscriptural teachings concern- 
ing the creation of the world and the origin of man in the State Uni- 
versities, State Normal Schools and State Agricultural Colleges of our 
land. The second circular dealt with the inquiry after like teachings 
in the common and high schools of the varioiis states. The first letter 
suggested the following form of inquiry, which was used by a great 
many of our assistants, and with the desired result: “Will ‘you ‘kindly 
inform me what textbooks on Evolution are used in your course at 
present, both as classbooks and also as required or recommended refer- 
ence reading. Also the publishers and prices of the various books.” 
We have in hand a great many letters from educators in the various 
states, received im response to this inquiry, of which we stibjoin some 
of the most important to this report. We also submit a summary of 
the titles of about one hundred different books compiled from these 
reports. These books are either used as textbooks on Evolution, or are 
suggested to the students as reference reading, or were recommended to 
our assistants for their personal study of the subject. The various books 
are used or recommended in from one to thirteen different higher state 
institutions. With very few exceptions all these educators accept evolu- 
tion as true science, so far’ as one can judge from the terior of their 
letters, and this theory is taught by them as such. One of the most 
farreaching replies received was that from the Illinois State University, 
in the following statement on a postcard: “We do not at present em- 
ploy any-individual textbook in Evolution. Practically all the doctrine 


_of evolution is an integral and essential part of the teaching of every — 


science in the university — consequently textbooks are not mecessary.” 
By the aid of our summary of the various books, we have been able 
to select a number of the most important for critical examination. Un- 
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fortunately a number of brethren detailed to examine some of these 
books were unable to comply with our request up to this time. With 
this report we submit réviews of some ten different books, most of 
them reported from the higher institutions, several of them also from 
the common and high schools. All of these books contain teachings that 
are fundamentally opposed to the sound doctrines of Holy Scripture. 
By the time synod meets we hope to have a number of other reviews 
in hand. We regret to state that many of our assistants have disap- 
pointed us, especially in sending no reports or replies to our circular 
letter on the common and high schools, and our work is therefore not 


completed. 


We regret to add here that in spite of all requests and admonitions, 
we have failed to obtain any kind of co-operation in our work from the 
brethren in Alabama, Iowa, Manitoba, New York and South Australia. 

While our committee was appointed only “to investigate books, and 
bring the results of such investigation to the notice of. synod,” we 
venture in the following to make some further recommendations, in 
order that this undertaking may be prosecuted to a successful issue. 


a. Committees. We recommend that Joint Synod again appoint a 
general committee for this work, whose mecessary expenses as before 
shall be paid out of the synodical treasury; and that the members of 
the various district committees hitherto appointed be requested by Joint 
Synod to continue as assistants to the general committee, the districts 
being requested to fill vacancies arising in any particular state. 


b. Literature. In addition to urging editors and contributors of 
our various synodical publications to further this undertaking by means 
of suitable editorials and articles from time to time, we especially recom- 
mend that a pamphlet be prepared, under the direction of our genera! 
committee, grounding a ringing protest against the teaching of evolu- 
tion or any other unscriptural doctrine in the public educational system 
of our land. This pamphlet to be advertised for sale, and to be placed 
on sale with the leading denominational publishing houses throughout 
the country; the same pamphlet also to be distributed free, one copy 
each to be sent to the following: 

1. To the president of each higher state school in every state and 
province where our synod is represented with congregations. 

2. A copy to each one of our pastors, the same to be given to the 
principal of the local public school. — 

8. To all state and provincial superintendents of public instruction. 

‘ 4. To a number of the leading publishers of school books in our 
land. 

5. To the editors of all Lutheran and other conservative church 
papers in the United States and Canada, at the same time soliciting 
their co-operation in this movement. 

6.. Likewise to the heads -of-all leading. church bodies, and. espe. 
cially to the presidents of all Lutheran and denominational schools. 

The expense of such free distribution of the said pamphlet to be met 
out of the profits of our synodical Book Concern. ; 
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c. Schools. Recognizing the great importance of our higher syn- 
odical schools for the inculcation of true teachings in the youth of our 
church and country, we venture to urge: 

1. The introduction and maintenance of efficient Normal Courses 
in all our higher church schools, to prepare teachers, not only for paro- 
chial schools, but also for the common schools, high schools and colleges 
of our land; and that we everywhere urge and encourage our young 
people to prepare for this kind of work, and to obtain their preparation 
in our own institutions. In this way they will obtain a true scriptural 
foundation for scientific teaching; and by patronizing our own schools, 
these courses ean be strengthened and probably made self-sustaining. 

2. That the Boards and Faculties of our own institutions be cau- 
tioned to try and use only good sound textbooks, and that especial care 
be taken to show the falsity of evolution and other unscriptural teach- 
ings in connection with the various scientific branches, as well as in 
religious instruction, and wherever opportunity offers. Capable men of 
our faith ought also to be encouraged to prepare textbooks in branches 
in which no suitable books are at present to be found on the market. 

d. Effective Protests. 

We recommend that our pastors and congregations within a certain 
state or city lead or join in effective movements to protest against the 
kind of teachings here referred to. 

While your committee does not venture to make any more recom- 
mendations at this time, we are convinced that it would be well for 
synod to appoint and support a capable man for several years to study 
this whole subject in all its bearings, and to give his aid in whatever 
way, place and time that this should be most needed, as carrying on 
necessary correspondence, addressing meetings, and furnishing contribu- 
tions for the church and secular press. 

It is not only very pernicious, but also altogether outrageous, that 
the Christian citizenship of our land should be taxed to support well- 
nigh universal teachings that subvert the fundamental teachings of the 
Bible in the public educational system of our country. Nor are we 
alone in voicing our protest. Christians in other denominations have in 
fact preceded us, and have already in part succeeded in expurgating the 
hooks in use, as clippings herewith submitted from Galveston and Dallas, 
Texas, clearly show. While this movement should first of all show our 
own membership the importance and necessity of maintaining and patroniz- 
ing parochial and higher Christian schools, we should by no means be 
content with this, bécause all our people everywhere are influenced by 
the atmosphere created by the public school system, and under present 
conditions vast numbers of our own children and young people also 
have no other means of securing an education.

The undersigned begs leave to report to the honorable Synod ¢concern- 
ing receipts and disbursements ‘for foreign missions. 

Looking back over the past two years, since the meeting of Synod at 
Dayton, we can report, with gratitutle to our God and the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that also in this time the work of missions among the 
heathen has been blessed with progress and extension. 

Since we can speak of our own Foreign Mission, a heightened interest 
and zeal for foreign missions is noticeable. Not only are foreign missions 
remembered with gifts and offerings at the regular mission festivals, but 
with considerably heightened activity also the demands for particular pur- 
poses have been met. 

As now appears, We can look forward to a niore thorough prosecution 
of the work in our India Mission in all its phases. A native pastor and 

- teacher are being supported by some of our congregations, likewise a num- 
ber of Biblewomen. The work among the lepers and the support of 
orphans is being carried on with lively interest. 

We can report further with satisfaction that gifts for foreign mis- 

ye : sions are flowing freely from all parts of Synod. Especially were we 
gratified with rich gifts from our brethren in Australia. Just before the 

undersigned wrote this report he received a letter from a friend of mis- 
sions in distant Puyallup, Wash., with $60 enclosed. The giver did not 
sign his name, but wrote only: “Please use enclosed $60 for missions 
and in gratitude pray for me.” Thanks be to God, our Lord has His 
people, and this people of the Lord also remembers its God with gifts. 

May the Lord God now prosper the work of missions in far-away 
India; may He grant a deep-rooted growth and gradual extension. 

For ten years the undersigned has now performed the functions of 
treasurer for foreign missions. To the honorable Synod the undersigned 
would express heartfelt thanks for the trust that has always been man- 
ifested toward him in his capacity as treasurer, and he would now beg 
Synod to relieve him of this office and confer it upon another.

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COMMUNICATIONS. 


EASTERN DISTRICT. | 
Regarding the publication of a simplified catechism, the Eastern 


District considers itself unable to give an answer until a definite sample 
may have been submitted for examination. 


WESTERN DISTRICT. 


A. On business referred by Joint Synod to the Districts, 1912. 
0 We are opposed to a new explanation of the catechism, but not to a 
careful and conservative revision. 


B. Resolved, that we renew our original resolution of 1911 “that 


0 only one professor out of each theological faculty be required to attend 
“ the session of Joint Synod.” In case the above is adopted we propose 

that Chapter IV, Art. 3 of synod’s constitution be changed to read “the 
rt presidents of our theological faculties” instead of “the theological pro- 
d fessors.” 


C. Our District once more requests Joint Synod to make it the 
duty of the General President to report to the several districts as soon 


as possible whatever matters have been referred by the former to the 
latter bodies for action. 


RECOMMENDATIONS ON THE LODGE QUESTION. 

D. We recommend the following as, in our opinion, the most prom- 
Q3} ising evangelical method of dealing with the lodge evil confronting us: 

1. That Joint Synod and all the District adopt one line of pro- 
ret cedure, namely as here sketched; so that we may both move as one 

body, and also follow out one and the same practice in all quarters. — 

2. That each District by means of one uniform letter of inquiry 
ed. gather as exact information as possible, this to be supplied and signed 
of by the pastors and their church councils, regarding the condition of 


all our congregations and congregations served by us with reference 
to the lodge evil; that this information be tabulated and used as a 
basis by each District, and the summaries be reported to Joint Synod, 
as also any material changes, in intervals of two years. 

3. That the officers of the several Districts arrange for general 
pastoral conferences from time to time, to which pastors of other Dis- 
tricts shall be welcomed, in order at first to discuss this report and the 
various sides of the question, in order to unify our ideas and modes 
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of procedure according to this report, and afterwards also to discuss 
the efforts made and the results attained. 

4. That in congregations having a greater or less number of lodge 
members the authority of Synod be put behind the efforts of the individual 
pastor as follows: 

a) The start is made at a congregational meeting, to which the 
pastor invites the President of the District, or some other brother whom 
he believes will handle the question in a firm and evangelical way, in 
order to deliver an address which shall aim to shed as much light as 
possible on the subject, after which literature shall be distributed. 

b) That further meetings follow at convenient intervals, always 
with the representative of synod present, and that some phase of the 
subject be discussed with the congregation. 

c) That this work be continued until the situation clears one way 
or the other sufficiently to warrant bringing the entire question to a final 


issue. 

5. That visitaters be held to discuss the lodge question at every 
visitation. 

6. That we require of every congregation which desires to call 
one of our >«‘tors, which however is known to include secretists, that 
permission be cranted to give instruction concerning secretism. 

7. That the President and the pastor entering a new field in which 
lodge trouble exists, map out in advance the mode of procedure as here 
indicated and as applicable to the congregation concerned, and that the 
President see that the plan be carried into effect. 

8. That all pastors continue instruction and clear scriptural testi- 
mony in every way, also in the pulpit. 

9. That our theological students be fully equipped at the Seminary 
for handling the lodge question in theory and practice. 

10. That each congregation is advised to establish mutual aid so- 
cieties in our congregations wherever necessary, to combat the lodge evil, 
and that a Committee in each District, or some one central Committee 
arrange to inform those who desire instruction as to the best method 
of arranging and conducting such societies. 

11. The principle establisied must remain, that members who be- 
long to lodges must be dealt with, and if such a member is dismissed 
before proceedings have been completed this fact must be stated in the 
letter of dismissal. 

12. We request Joint Synod to take from the table point (b) of 
the report of the Committee on the Lodge Question (see Minutes of 
loint Synod for 1888) that a final decision may be arrived at. 


@NGLISH DISTRICT. 


Petitions Joint Synod to increase to $50,000 per annum its appro- 
riation for our home mission work. 


> 
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Petitions Joint Synod to appoint a solicitor to travel among our 
congregations for the purpose of raising the Jubilee fund in commemora- 
tion of the four hundredth anniversary of the Reformation. 

In answer to a question submitted to the districts with reference 
to the catechism a motion was carried that it is the opinion of this 
district that a new or simplified catechism is not needed, but that we 
would not be opposed to a conservative revision. 


WISCONSIN DISTRICT. 


Inasmuch as we are firmly convinced, that for the future existence 
and healthy growth of many of our congregations the support and main- 
tenance of parochial schools is not only vitally important but necessary, 
this. however being in many places at present practically impossible 
for lack of necessary funds. | 

Therefore we petition Joint Synod wherever possible, also to tem- 
porarily support parochial school teachers from some part of the net 
gain of our Book Concern, in agreement with the petition of the Board 
of Woodville Normal, even in such places, where the congregation itself 
is otherwise self-supporting. 

We request Joint Synod to pass a resolution that no student be 
allowed to accept a call to ome of ower congregations without having 
consulted the faculty and respective District President. 

We petition Joint Synod to allow the Mission Board to borrow 
money for the Building Fund in certain urgent cases and for that 
purpose to reconsider the resolution of Joint Synod of the year 1912. 

We request Joint Synod to comply with the petition of the Board of 
Luther-Seminary at St. Paul, Minn., to extend the Proseminary course to 
a fall college course. 

We request Joint Synod to retain the catechism now in use. 


MINNESOTA DISTRICT. 


1. The Minnesota District asks Joint Synod for permission to move 
the Seminary church to the Seminary campus and to raise the transporta- 
tion expenses by selling the church lots. The District is willing to cancel 
all liabilities and debts of said church. 

2. The District approves the motion of the general president con- 
cerning a federation of all Lutheran Synods and recommends it to Joint 
Synod for further decision. = 

8. Comcerning our catechism in respect to simplifying the language 
we cannot recommend it. 


4. This District is of the opinion that a definite sum should be paid 


~ by the Board of Aids in case of death; we therefore move: 
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a) That in the case of a pastor’s or teacher’s death, the sum of $50 
be paid; 

b) That the sum of $100 be paid per annum to the widows of de- 
ceased pastors and teachers, without application being made for the same; 

c) That, if a widow stands in need of more than $100 application must 
be made for such additional support. 


CONCORDIA DISTRICT. 


Resolved, That we as a District do not favor the publication of a new 
catechism. Concordia District Minutes, 1913, p. 52. 

Resolved, That in order that synodical reports may be up to date we 
memorialize Joint Synod to revert to the custom of each district reporting 
according to its own synodical year.

WASHINGTON DISTRICT. 


Asks 1). That the trustees of our school at Olympia, Wash., be 
authorized to sell our property at Olympia, Wash., at a reasonable price 
as soon as possible; 

2) That we petition the Joint Synod to allow us to use the Spokane 
College of the United Norwegian church, located at Spokane, Wash., for 
the present time as our Proseminary and that we continue our Theological 
Seminary in Spokane, with our Olympia Professors and in connection with 


‘the local pastors of Spokane till a definitive location for our Seminary has 


been decided upon. 

(We enclose an agreement, made at Hilliard, Wash. between repre- 
sentatives of the Norwegian Church and members of our Spokane Local 
Conference. ) 

Resotution “A” 


1. Wuereas, Our Olympia Seminary seems to be disadvantageously 
located for our present needs, and 

2. Wuereas, Our Seminary Board recommends the sale: of the 
property and a relocation of our school, and 

8. Wuereas, A favorable overture has been made to us by lle 
College, an institution of the United Norw. Luth. Church, therefore be it 
resolved : 

a. That.we advocate selling of our Olympia property as soon as a 
reasonable offer presents itself, and that we seek a new location for our 
school. 

b. That we approve the endeavors of our Seminary executive com- 
mittee to rent the seminary property to the city of Olympia until such 
time as a sale can be effected. 

c. That we discuss the overtures of Spokane College.

That the Joint Synod of Ohio and other States call and maintain two 
professors whose duties shall be (A) to teach six periods of theology per 
day in the Joint Synod Seminary and (B) to teach six periods per day in 
Spokane College.

kane College shall be agreed upon by the Seminary board of the Jt. Synod 
and authorities of Spokane College. 


That while the pro-seminary students shall be subject to the discipline 
of Spokane College, they shall also be under the special care of the 
theological professors.

That the Jt. Synod professors shall have representation in the faculty 
meetings of Spokane College.

That Spokane College agrees to furnish the Seminary department of 
the Jt. Synod the necessary class-room free of rent as long as conditions 
will permit.

That Spokane College grant the Joint a the privilege to inspect | 
the work done at the college.

That the Jt. Synod as well as the Spokane College authorities shall 
have the privilege to sever or change this plan of co-operation at any time: 
provided that notice shall have been given to the respective boards, one 
semester in advance. 

It was also made plain that the above arrangement is not to effect our 
theological departments or Seminary board, but that these shall remain 
Joint Synod institutions. 


KANSAS-NEBRASKA DISTRICT. 


Resolved, That Kansas-Nebraska District declare itself decidedly op- 
posed to the publication of a new explanation of our catechism. 


CANADA DISTRICT. - 


1. As we see no way to supply the present need of pastors we 
earnestly beg the Joint Synod to give us permission, and to grant us the 
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possibility of educating for the ministry young men in riper years, which 
come to us with a good general education, by a shorter course of study 
than that now in Columbus and in St. Paul, this course to be instituted as 
a temporary supplement, to help present needs, at our Academy in Mel- 
ville, Sask. We are convinced that, as in earlier years at Afton, even now 
such an arrangement would prove to be a blessing to our church. 

2. Though we are very glad of the opening of our Melville Academy, 
and of the number of students, in spite of the present hard times in North- 
western Canada, we nevertheless deplore that the promised money has not 
all come in yet, so that we see ourselves unable to transfer this academy 
to Joint Synod without debt.—If there should come a larger number of 
students next fall, we would not have enough room for all of them. We 
therefore ask whether Synod would give us permission, as soon as we 
have paid all debts, to collect for a new building within the limits of 
Synod, or to rent a suitable house. 

3. The District is not in favor of any alterations of our synodical 
Catechism, but recommends to Synod the publication of a popular German 
instruction book on religion. 

The Canada District begs Joint Synod to grant for Home Missions 
$60,000 (sixty thousand dollars) yearly. 


TEXAS DISTRICT. 


1. We recommend that the Joint Synod take over the Tubercular 
Sanatorium as its own property. 

2. Resolved, That we petition Joint Synod to render no decision 
with reference to the revision of our catechism in order to grant the 
various districts more time to consider this important matter.

vening at Detroit, Mich., August 27 to September 22, 1914. 

Dear BrerHren: By the providence of God our sanatorium for the 
treatment of tuberculosis opened its doors September 15th, 1913. 

The donation of a lot on the part of a citizen of San Antonio, the 
resolution passed by your honorable body promising moral and financial 
support to this cause, the contributions of our brethren in the United 
States and Canada and the gifts of certain business firms of our city 
were factors which by the Lord’s blessing resulted in the establishment 
of the institution. 

With heartfelt gratitude to Him we report to you concerning the 
work of the sanatorium during the first nine and one-half months of 
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its existence and give account of the finances of the undertaking from 
its beginning until now. 

Complying with the promise made when we asked for donations for 
this work we hereby offer “Grace Lutheran Sanatorium” of San An- 
tonio to your honorable body, asking you to accept it as your property 
with the following provisions, viz.: 

I, That, inasmuch as the original gift of Chas. F. Beitel, which 
netted $13,525.73, has been entrusted to Grace English Lutheran Church 
of San Antonio and the wish expressed by the donor that said church 
have a voice in the management of the sanatorium, 

That, therefore, at least two of seven members of the sanatorium 
board shall be members of said Grace congregation. 

II. That the board shall manage all affairs of the sanatorium, such 
as employment of officers and attendants, fixing of salaries and all such 
matters as pertain to the business of the institution and shall be respon- 
sible to your honorable body. 

We have complied with your resolution of 1912 and drafted a charter 
with the approval of the officers of the Texas District and the General 
President, but did not place this charter on record, since the document 
will have to be changed, in case the sanatorium becomes the property 


of synod.

More than two-thirds of the applications for charity could 
not be granted for lack of funds. 

Spiritual care was given all patients who seemed accessible and were 
not served by a minister of another denomination. There were many 
evidences of the seed of the Word falling upon good ground. One man 
was baptized before his death, and four other patients were prepared 
for their departure from this world and gave evidence of their repentance 
and faith in Jesus at the approach of death. We have a fruitful field 
of inner mission work here.

COMMITTEE 


AND 


ACTION OF THE SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


A. PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
(Official Reports, pp. 1-11.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 
Your committee, consisting-of the Presidents of the various 
Districts, has the following report to offer: 


A. President’s Address. (See pp. 1-6.) 

1. We heartily concur in the conviction of the Honorable 
President, that synods are necessary for the extension of the 
Christian Church and that harmony in doctrine and practice is 
essential to synodical membership. We are grateful to God that 
He has given our Synod a firm stand in this respect. We are 
of the conviction on the one hand that those who, perhaps, are 
not in harmony with us in doctrine and practice should sever 
their connection with us, and on th@omer hand we remind the 
honorable Joint Synod of its duty to exercise the necessary 
discipline toward those who openly disagree with us. 

2. For the prosperous existence of a synod it is necessary 
to cultivate uniformity of spirit in things that belong to the 
sphere of Christian liberty so that all things may be done decently 
and in order. If Christians are constrained to observe the laws 
‘of the powers that be according to 1. Peter 2, 13, they should 
feel much more constrained by the law of serving love to submit 
to synodical rules and co-operate with the majority. 

--3. We heartily endorse the recommendation of the Hon- 
orable President that our pastors and congregations be advised 
to consider the topics mentioned in the foot note on page 3 in 
connection with their congregational and other meetings and 
thus all the forces be enlisted for service in the work of the 
Church, and-not- only some few members of some society. 

4. We recommend that the Honorable Synod appoint a 
committee to draw up rules and regulations for all of our Dis- 
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tricts setting forth the rights and duties of the pastors, con- 
gregations and officers of Synod according to which all matters 
of difference may be adjusted. 

5. We further recommend that all our pastors and con- 
gregations exert every effort to cultivate more earnestly uni- 
formity in true Lutheran forms of ser ice and customs and 
not give room to any innovations of the sects. 

6. In view of the importance of our synodical work we, 
together with the Honorable President, do again remind all 
pastors and congregations of their duty to be bent on the carry- 
ing out of all resolutions of Synod. 

7. We would ask Joint Synod to establish biennial Con- 
ventions of the District Presidents and the General President 
to be held in some central locality in the years immediately 
following those in which the Joint Synod convenes, the traveling 
expenses to be paid from the Joint Synod treasury. 


. B. Synodical Report. (See p. 5.) 


1. We heartily rejoice in the fact that an intense desire for 
unity evidences itself in the Lutheran Church of our land in over- 
tures that make for peace. As we are ever ready to do all the 
Word of God enjoins and permits to bring about this aim, 
therefore we recommend: 


a. That our pastors be advised thoroughly to study the 
points of difference in the light of the Word of God and the 
confessions of our Church, so that they may become thorougly 
convinced in these things. 


b. That we continue to give clear and decided testimony 
in our publications with regard to these questions. 

c. That we, ds heretofore, discuss these questions at in- 
tersynodical conferences and especially in smaller circles. 

d. That we refrain from all personalities and animosities 
that serve not the cause, but only widen the Vreach. ° 


e. That our Districts be obligated not to receive such pastors 
and congregations as have applied for membership nor to supply 
the latter with preaching until it has been paves that no just 


charges lie against them... 


2. With regard to item 2-a, p. 6, we would refer to the 
resolution of Joint Synod in the minutes of 1912, page 119. 
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3. With reference to item 2-b, treating of altar fellowship 
with the honorable Lowa Synod, we petition the Hon. President 
for the promised information and recommend that this matter 
be now discussed. 

4. We recommend that an effort be made to institute a 
federation of all Lutheran synods of our land with the purpose 
in view to defend the interests of the Lutheran Church over 
against the influences of the world and the sects, that the Hon. 
President of Joint Synod be authorized to communicate with 
other Synods to this effect, and that report be made on this matter 
to Synod two years hence. ™ 

5. We rejoice to be able to report that with reference to 
the appointment of intersynodical committees of arbitration as 
proposed by Joint Synod in its minutes of 1912, p. 119, the Presi- 
dents of the lowa Synod, the General Council, the General 
Synod and the United Synod of the South have responded 
favorably. We recommend: 

a. That the said synodical bodies be informed that our 
District Synods have appointed such committees of arbitration; 

b. That we petition said bodies as well as other Lutheran 
Synods to appoint similar committees to act in conjunction with 
our committees in the investigation and, if possible, in the settle- 
ment of matters in dispute in our mission fields or elsewhere. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING. 


Items 1, 2 and 3 under A were adopted, after special at- 
tention had been called to the importance of item 3. 

Item 4 was adopted. The committee appointed consists of 
Revs. J. F. C. Soller, E. A. Boehme and Wm. H. Bachmann. 

Items 5 and 6 were likewise adopted. 

Item 7 was voted down. 

Item 1-a to e under B was adopted. 

Instead of item 2 under B the following was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Toledo Theses be formally adopted by 
Joint Synod. 

The following brethren declared themselves as opposed to 
this resolution: Prof. H. K. G. Doermann, Pres. J. E. A. Doer- 
mann, and-Revs..N..Rasmussen. and G. Klindworth, 

Item 3 was adopted. The President gave the desired in- 
formation and suggested that the action of the Texas District 
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with reference to the question involved be laid before Synod. 
This was done by President Steinmann of that District and was 
endorsed by Synod. Said action reads as follows: “Whether 
under certain circumstances one or another of our pastors may 
practice pulpit and altar fellowship with pastors of the Iowa 
Synod shall be left to the judgment of the pastor concerned.” 
Rev. G. Klindworth requested to have his name recorded as 
having voted against this action of Synod. 
Items 4 and 5-a and b under B were adopted. 


B. EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. | 
Report of the Preliminary Committee as adopted by Synod. 


From the reports of the various institutions of learning we 
observe that the rich blessing of our heavenly Father has rested 


_ upon this important branch of our synodical work, which is cause 


for special thanksgiving on our part. 


1. Theological Seminary ‘and Capital University, Columbus, O. 
(Pages 12 and 13.) 


1. We rejoice that henceforth one theological Professor 
will be supported by the Baughman Fund. It is certainly desir- 
able that more professorships should be similarly endowed in 
all of our institutions. 


2. In order to supply a longfelt need in providing more 
room, we express the hope that members of synod whom God 
has abundantly blessed with earthly means will cheerfully con- 
tribute the necessary funds for the erection of a Lehmann Di- 
vinity Hall for the Theological Seminary of the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Joint Synod of Ohio. 


3. We approve of the extension of the course of study by 
the introduction of a Normal Course, and by making provision 
for the addition of an Arts-Agricultural Combination Course in 
connection with the Ohio State University. 


4. We rejoice over the enlargement of the library and the 
erection of a new building, to be known as the Rudolph Library 
Building. 

__5. We move that synod express its thanks to the Alumni 


Association for equipping the building hereafter to be known as 


“Leonard Hall”. 
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6. We approve of the appointment of assistant instructors 
in Capital University and also in our other institutions, when 
necessary. 

7. We recommend the calling of an additional professor, 
as requested. 


8. We recommend the erection of a central heating plant at 
an approximate cost of $10,000. 


ll. Luther Seminary, St. Paul (p. 16.) 


1. We express the opinion that the theological students 
should not be permitted to enter the ministry before the com- 
pletion of their course, except in the most urgent cases. 

z. We recommend that the request of the Board be granted, 
and a new professor be called, in order to lengthen the prosem- 
inary course to six years. 

3. We consider it advisable to change article 3 B of the 
Constitution of Luther Seminary, so as to read: “That as a rule 
the first theological professor be the president of the institution.” 


ltt. Woodville Normal, (p. 17.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


The report of the Board of Directors moves us to make the 
following recommendations for the furtherance of the parochial 
school cause: | 

1. We again emphasize the principle that the Christian 
parochial school is the ideal system for the Christian training of 
our children, and hold that the establishment and maintenance of 
Christian parochial schools is a vital question for our Synod. 

2. We again encourage the faculties of our institutions of 
learning continually to emphasize this principle in their instruc- 
tion, and to impress it upon the minds of their students. 

3. We once more admonish our pastors, both German and 
English, not to forget that the Savior’s Word, “Feed my lambs”, 
applies especially to them, and that they should therefore insist 
upon thorough instruction in the Word of God, as this is pro- 
vided in a parochial school, and to teach school themselves until 
a teacher can be called. 

4. We encourage parents in our congregations, in view of 
the blessings of the parochial school, faith fully to support their 
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pastors in this important cause, and remind them that the office 
of teaching is not less important and honorable than the pas- 
toral office. 


5. We recommend that the parochial school cause be time 
and again advocated in our publications, Kirchenzeitung and Lu- 
theran Standard, Kinderfreude and Lutheran Y outh. 


6. We encourage our teachers faithfully to persevere in 
their noble calling and remind them of Luther’s saying that 
“Christ Jesus is their reward.” 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING. 


The Preliminary Committee’s report was adopted, after the 
vital importance of establishing and maintaining parochial schools 
had been earnestly set forth and emphasized. There is no better 
method to train children for Christ and the Church than is af- 
forded by a good congregational school. 

In connection with this report it was resolved to reconsider 
the resolution found on page 136, B, 2 (b) of Joint Synod min- 
utes, 1912, and to raise the sum allowed for the gymnasium 
from $5,000.00 to $9,000.00, which latter amount must not be 
exceeded. 


IV. Pacific Seminary (p. 18, 106, 7), now Pacific Academy. 
REPORT OF PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. We deplore that our institution at Olympia has had so 
many changes in its teaching force during the brief period of 
its existence. 


2. We move that the Olympia Board be authorized to sell 
the property at an acceptable price. The General President is 
to be consulted in the negotiations. 


3. We recommend that the petition of the Washington 
District, temporarily to remove the theological department to 
Spokane and to utilize Spokane College as Proseminary, be 
granted. 


4. We move that the Board of Administration invest-the 
proceeds from the sale of the Olympia property for the Board of 
Directors, to be later devoted to the acquisition of another school 
property within the Washington District. 
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ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE ABOVE. 


Items I and 2 were adopted. 

In connection with item 3 it was resolved to grant the request 
of the Washington District to remove the academic department 
to Spokane and combine it with Spokane College. It was also 
resolved by.a vote of 68 to 7, after the matter involved had 
been thoroughly discussed, that the theological department be 
discontinued and that students of theology from the Pacific - 
States be advised to go to St. Paul, Minn., or to Columbus, O. 
Item 4 was adopted. ; 

Later the following propositions were presented by the 
Committee and adopted by Synod: 

Since the sale of the Olympia property has been decided 
upon and the theological department has been discontinued, we 
herewith recommend : 

a. That the Board of the Pacific Seminary, which is hence- 
forth to be called the Pacific Academy, be continued. 

b. That our Board enter into communication with the Board 
of Spokane College with regard to the work Professors Swine- 
hart and Minnemann are to do. 

c. That our Board endeavor to obtain for our treasury the 
tuition paid by our students. 

d. That our Board begin at once to seek a new location for 
our institution and report two years hence to Joint Synod before 
making a change of location. 
~ e. That twice during the three years of their seminary 
course Synod refund the fare of theological students of this Dis- 
trict to St. Paul or Columbus and return, with the understanding 
that each time they must bear the expense of the first 500 miles 
of their journey themselves. 

f. That we invoke the blessing of God on the Pacific Acad- 
emy and its professors in the fulfillment of their duties. 


V. Hebron Academy. (See O. R. p. 19.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE AS ADOPTED BY SYNOD. 


We recommend the-appeintment_of_one mere assistant _ 
instructor for this school. 
2. We express our gratitude to Mr. Theo. Buehring for 


his faithful efforts in gathering funds for the school, and en- 
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courage him to continue the same, until the indebtedness of $2,000 
has been liquidated, and that the columns of our church papers 
shall be opened for this purpose. 


Vi. Melville Academy. (See O. R. p. 21.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE AS ADOPTED BY SYNOD. 


1. We recommend that the Board of Administration at an 
early date find ways and means to obtain a loan of $5,000.00 for 
the Board of Directors of Luther Academy. 


2. Your committee deems it advisable to take no action at 
this meeting of Synod on points a and b, as also on paragraph 1 
of Communication of the Canada District. (See O. R. pp. 21 and 
107.) 
Vill. Miscellaneous. 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE AS ADOPTED BY SYNOD. 


1. With reference to paragraph B (German Official Report 
p. 105) of communications of the Wisconsin District, we call at- 
tention to the fact that this has always been the rule. 


2. A communication from Dr. Gotwald was handed to your 
committee, requesting our co-operation in the founding of a 
Lutheran Women’s College. We report that to our regret we 
cannot under existing conditions take any steps in this direction. 


Cc. ELEEMOSYNARY INSTITUTIONS. 


1. Wernie Orphans’ Home, Richmond, iInd., and St. John’s Homes, 
Mars, Pa. (See O. R. pp. 22-25.) 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE AS ADOPTED BY SYNOD. 


Referring to the Reports of the Wernle Orphans’ Home at 
Richmond, and the St. John’s Orphanage and Old Folks’ Home 
at Mars, Pa., we would report the following: 


1. We rejoice that these institutions have been permitted 
during the past two years to carry on their blessed work. We 
especially praise God that He has so mercifully protected the in- 
mates of these institutions during the epidemics that have visited 


them. 


We would also publicly thank the physicians who so care- 
fully and without remuneration attended some of our patients, © 
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2. We are sorry that our former faithful housefather at 
Richmond, Rev. F. W. Gahre, felt constrained to resign on 
account of the delicate health of his wife; we rejoice, however, 
that Rev. H. Specht and wife have taken up this sel f-sacrificing 
work, and hope that Mrs. Gahre may soon recover. 


3. With reference to the communication of the Indianapolis 
Conference, page 114 in the Official Reports, to decrease the 
membership of the Wernle Orphans’ Home Board from nine 
members to 5; we would recommend that the number be de- 
creased to 6 members in conformity with the charter of said 
institution. 


Resolved, That those members are to be dropped whose 
terms expire two years hence. 


ll. Board of Aids. (See O. R. pp. 25-31.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. In regard to the Board of Aids we would concur with - 
the Board in urging upon the District Presidents the importance 
of emphasizing this important work in their annual reports. 

2. In the granting of financial aid we would refer the Dis- 
trict Presidents and the chairmen of conferences to the Synodica! 
Rules page 134, Par. V of the Synodical Hand Book. 

3. We rejoice that the offerings for this Treasury have been 
increased by more than $3,000 over those of the former biennium 
and hope that the increase may continue. 

4. With reference to the recommendation of the Minnesota 
District O. -R. p. 105, Par. 4 we would consider it out of har- 
mony with the purpose of this treasury to introduce such a rule. 

5. Respecting item 1 in the report of the Capital University 
Board (O. R. p. 13.) your committee recommends that Par. | 
in the Rules of the Board-of Aids be amended to read: “Al! 
pastors, teachers and professors,” etc. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING. 


Items 1-3 were adopted. 

Item 4 was laid on the table and.referred to the Districts 
for discussion. 

Item 5 was discussed at some length. The question was 
whether our retired or disabled professors are to be supported 
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- from the Institution Treasury or from that of the Board of Aids. 


The item implies that they are to receive their support from the 
latter treasury, as is shown by the addition of the words, “and 
professors.” Synod adopted the item with the declaration that 
the resolution has no retroactive effect. 


11l, Sanatorium at San Antonio, Texas. (See O. R. p. 108ff.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. Referring to the resolution of the Texas District, we 
recommend that ‘Joint Synod accept the tuberculosis sanatorium 


at San Antonio, Texas, as its property as soon as the same shall 
have become free of all indebtedness. 


2. That the Sanatorium Board be granted the privilege of 


presenting the work and needs of this institution to our people 
through our church papers. 


3. As soon as the Sanatorium becomes the property of 
Synod the present Sanatorium Board shall add two pastors of 
the Texas District to its number and administer the affair of 
the institution until the following meeting of Joint Synod. 


4. That said Board prepare a Constitution and By-Laws 
and submit the same to Joint Synod at its next convention. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE ABOVE REPORT. 


The representative of the Sanatorium Board stated that the 
institution is today on a self-supporting basis, if the supporting 
of indigent patients is not considered. The moneys that have 
been received from our Synod are used exclusively to enable the 
institution to care for such patients. ¥ 

After hearing this declaration Synod adopted the report of 
the Committee. 

D. MISSIONS. 
1. Home Missions. (See O. R. pp. 31-46.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. We herewith express our thanksgiving to God that he 
has blessed our Home Mission work to the extent that a greater 


number of congregations have become self-supporting than in any 


previous Synodical year, and that so many pastors and students 
have entered the field with willing hearts. 
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2. We deplore the fact that the contributions for Home 
Missions during the past two years are $1,173.55 less than those 
of the two previous years. In view of the fact that while the re- 
ceipts for the first year exceeded the appropriation by $4,648.74 
the receipts for the second year fell short of the appropriation by 
$8,249.72, so that there is a deficit of $3,357.48. 

We therefore recommend : 

a. That the pastors and congregations in making a division 


of offerings be earnestly advised to bear in mind the relative ap- 


propriations which Joint Synod makes for the various’ Mission 
causes ; 

b. That they, the pastors and congregations, keep them- 
selves informed as to the conditions of the treasuries. : 

3. Im regard to the questions respecting old fields, O. R. 
p. 32, we answer: “Not as a rule.” 

4. Concerning negotiations with the German Home Mis- 
sion Board of the General Council and communications from 
other Synods, we recommend that such power be granted only 
in case that the members of the Committee are unanimous in 
their decision. 

5- Respecting the Church Building Fund we urge: 

a. That the rule of Joint Synod be followed more decidedly, 
that our congregations raise offerings for this fund at the annual 
Reformation festival. 

b. That the tracts furnished for this cause be used at the 
opportune time and that we remember this fund more liberally. 

6. We move that the Home Mission Board be impowered 


to borrow money for a congregation in the Wisconsin District- 


in accordance with the proposition made by the latter. (See Wis. 
Dist. Min. 1913-14). 

7. We also move that the Board be authorized to borrow 
$2,500.00 for the distressed congregation in Neudorf, Canada, 
under the same conditions. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING REPORT. 


Items 1-7 were adopted. In the discussion of item 2 the fact 
was set forth that while there is a deficit of $3,357.48, the total 
receipts for missions were considerably greater than heretofore. 
All our pastors and people should never forget that our home 
mission treasury must be well supported at all times. Anything 
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we do for foreign missions should never interfere with what we 
ought to do in the support of missions in the home field. In refer- 
ence to item 5 the regret was expressed that the church building 
fund is not more liberally supplied with money and that many 
neglect to hold a collection for this cause in connection with the 
Reformation festival. There is no better way to promote the 
cause of home missions than to assist needy congregations in the 
erection of suitable houses of worship. Attention was also called 
to the importance of making diligent use of our tracts as a means 
of imparting information and awakening an imterest in the work 
of the Church. Tracts can be used to good effect, not only by 
mailing them to our members, but also and especially by handing 
them out in connection with our pastoral visits. The personal 
touch is worth much. 

With reference to items 6 and 7 it was stated that the District 
and congregation, respectively referred to, will give the neces- 
sary security and pay the interest on the money to be borrowed. 


ll. Foreign Missions. (See O. R. pp. 46-54.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. a. We rejoice that we have finally secured our own 
Foreign Mission field through the purchase made by the Board, 
and we herewith approve the action of said Board in receiving 
an adjoiming field, comprising about 80,000 souls, transferred to 
us by the London Missionary Society, which field gives us ample 
opportunity for expansion. 

b. We also rejoice and express our gratitude to God that 
one of our brethren, Rev. Jesse R. Pflueger, has accepted a call 
to the field and hope that he will soon arrive in India to prosécute 
the work. 

c. We approve the action of the Board in building a bun- 
galow at Puttur for Rev. Pflueger. 

2. a. The self-sacrificing work of the two Missionaries, 
Revs. J. N. Wittmann and John Meneke, their wives and co- 
laborers deserves the special recognition of Synod. 

b. The general interest and support which our pastors and 
people have shown in this work is especially encouraging. 

c. Let us therefore pray and urge that more hearts may be 


inclined to enter this field of labor in view of the dire necessity — 


of the work. 
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_3. We move the adoption of the Constitution of the Board 
of Foreign Missions with the following alterations, that the last 
sentence in paragraph 3, Sec. c (Page 54) be changed to read as 
follows: “Expenditures for the erection of any new building ex- 
ceeding $4,000.00 can be made ete with the approval of Joint 
Synod.” 


4. We express our thanks to this Board and wish it God's 
blessing for the future. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE ABOVE. 


The entire report of the committee was adopted. Item 1-b 
was adopted by a rising vote. Respecting our foreign mission 
field the information was given that 230,000 souls are thus placed 
under our care and that in addition to the missionary workers 
we already have in the field we imperatively need two men and 
two women and a physician to meet the demands made upon us. 
Let us all therefore be mindful of this mission and pray for 
it, especially that laborers may be sent into it. 


itl. Negro Missions. (See O. R. pp. 54-56.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. We thank God that he has blessed this cause and that 
the two Missions have been put in such condition that visible 
results should follow. 


2. We urge all pastors throughout Synod to keep a sharp 
lookout for suitable colored candidates for the ministry in this 
field and to advise the Superintendent of the same. 


3. The faithful work of our missionary, Rev. H. F. Rich- 
ards, in prosecuting the work in the congregations, the mission 
school, as well as preparing a colored candidate for the ministry 
deserves the special commendation of Synod, and we herewith 
encourage him to continue the same in spite of the difficulties 
encountered. 


ACTION OF SYNOD. 


The report of the committee called forth an earnest discus- 
sion, in which it was pointed out that we ought to put forth 
greater efforts to train negro boys for the ministry and that our 
aim should be to establish missions among the colored people in 
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the heart of the South where they are most numerous and'n more 
ready to welcome our ministrations. 


The report was adopted as given above. 


1V. Australian District Missions. 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 
Since there is an important Mission Field in the city of Ade- 
laide, Australia, to provide for which would exceed the ability of 
the District, we move that the brethren be encouraged and also 


supplied with the necessary funds as soon as they open the field 
for work. 


ACTION OF SYNOD. 


The committee’s report was adopted. President J. H. S. 
Heidenreich of the Australian District gave a description of the 
conditions obtaining in that far-off land. We have twenty con- 
gregations there and five pastors. Our people come from all 
parts of Germany. Some of the congregations are small and 
must be supported by the others financially. Owing to the distances 
that separate the congregations our pastors find it very difficult 
to minister to their people. On the whole, however, the work is 
progressing satisfactorily. As for Adelaide, it is a growing city 
of 200,000 inhabitants. Many Lutherans are moving into it in 
search of employment. The prospects for successful mission 
work are therefore good. 


Vv. Jewish Mission within the Canada District. 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE AS ADOPTED BY SYNOD. 


Since we have no written report about this cause, but have 
been informed orally that the Canada District has a suitable mis- 
sionary and a prospective mission field in Winnipeg, we recom- 
mend that the Mission Board, in connection with the pastors 
there, begin the work as soon as possible, and that, to the extent 
of $200, the missionary be supported out of the fund contributed 
for this purpose. — 


E. Publication Matters. (See O. R. pp. 56-60.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE, 


“1. We-rejoice at the flourishing condition of our Book Con- 
cern, whose net profits for the last biennium have reached as 
sum of $48,867.43. 
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z. a. We commend the variety and character of the tracts 
published but regret that their sale has been so limited. We con- 
cur in the opinion of the Board that a more systematic distribu- 
tion of tracts is necessary and urge upon all pastors and congre- 
gations to direct their attention to this matter. 

b.. We recommend that the Publication Board’s request that 
for the next two years $400.00 from the profits of the Book Con- 
cern be set aside annually as a subsidy for tract publication be 
granted. 

3. a. The general character and make-up of the Lutheran 
Youth would warrant a more general circulation among the 
Sunday-schools of our Synod and we hope that our own S. S. lit- 
erature will soon supplant the publications of other bodies. 

b. Owing to the fact that the Lutheran Youth is not yet 
self-supporting we recommend that the salaries as stated by the 
Publication Board (page 57, 4-d) be approved by Synod, in the 
expectation that with increased circulation and revenue the sal- 
aries be raised correspondingly. 

4. We recommend that the Board’s action with reference 
to the revised German Hymnal be approved. P. 57, 5. | 

5. With reference to the Winnipeg branch L. B. C. we 
recommend that the request of the Publication Board for permis- 
sion to buy one or more lots in Winnipeg or Regina and to erect 
a building, be granted. P. 58, 6. 

6. With reference to the new S. S. Hymnal we recommend 
its publication, the manuscript having been prepared b, a Com- 
mittee appointed by the Board. 

7. We recommend the consolidation of our Zeitblaetter- 
Magazine with the theological magazine of the Iowa Synod, fol- 
lowing the plan proposed by the Board. P. 58, o. 

8. We recommend that our Board confer with other Luth- 
eran Synod’s respecting a uniform system of graced S. S. lessons, 
and report the result of such conferences to Synod two years 
hence. 

9. We recommend that Synod grant the request of the 
Board, giving the manager of the Book Concern the 2 hE 
of presenting his plan. P. 58, 11. 

10. With reference to the Year Book mentioned in the re- 
port of the Publication Board (Page 58, 12) we favor joining 
with another Synod in the publication of an Almanac, containing

the complete clerical list of all Lutheran pastors in America and 
general statistics, and reserving about twenty pages for reading 
matter specifically of interest to Joint Synod. 

11. Your Committee does not favor the publication of pa- 
rochial and statistical reports in the almanacs. | 

12. With reference to item 14 Page 59 in the report of the 4 
Publication Board we recommend that the request be granted. 

13.. Your Committee recommends that the property valua- 
tion of the real estate of the Lutheran Book Concern at Columbus, i 
Ohio, at $95,000.00 be approved by Synod. 

14. We favor the appointment of another suitable man in 
the Book Concern to attend to the duties outlined in paragraph 16 
of the Board’s report. 

15. We concur in the action of the Publication Board in 
raising the salary of the Manager to $2,500.00 per year. 

16. With reference to communications referring to the cate- 
chism we note that the majority of the Districts are opposed to 
a revision. 

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING REPORT. 


Items 1-6 were adopted. 
Item 7 was referred to the Districts. Since the Publication 
Board of the Iowa Synod has expressed itself as in favor of 
such an arrangement, said Synod is also to be requested to take 
the proposed plan under advisement. 
Item 8 was adopted. 
The plan proposed in item 9 was laid before Synod and dis- aS 
cussed, but no definite action was taken by Synod with reference 
to it.

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE, 


1. Referring to the report of the committee to draft a plan 
by which all treasuries will be under the management of one 
treasury (See O. R. p. 61.), your committee recommends that 
action on the same be deferred for two years and the brethren 


- be asked in the meantime to study the provisions set forth in said 


report. 

2. Your committee recommends the approval of the sale of 
the Hickory, N. C., property to J. F. Abernathy and to authorize 
the chairman of the Hickory Board, Rev. W. E. Schramm, to ex- 
ecute a deed for the same, which deed shall be placed in escrow 
in a bank in Hickory, N. C., subject to the terms of the sale price, | 
viz. $12,250.00; or the purchaser may give a mortgage with the 
stipulated payments for the balance of the purchase money, in 
which case the deed may be delivered to the purchaser. 

3. Your committee recommend that Synod extend a vote © 
of thanks to the Pittsburgh Committee for the efforts put forth 
by them to liquidate the General Institution debt, and that the 
committee be dismissed. We would also ask that individuals 
who have a heart for the Church give a personal contribution an‘ 
that those congregations that have not participated at all in the 
liquidation do so in the near future, so = the debt may be 
cancelled at an early date. 

4. In regard to the questions in the report of the Board of 
Administration (See O. R. p. 61) your committee recommends 
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that the matter be left to the discretion of the Administration 
Board; in regard to the transfer of moneys for missions in Persia 
your committee recommends that the interest only be sent to 
Hermannsburg. 

5. Your committee sicinicnaalia the adoption of the Rules 
and Regulations to govern the Board and management of the 
Canada District of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio 
and Other States. (See O. R. pp. 10 and 11.) 


6. Your committee would recommend that in the erection 
of new buildings in the future the General President be consulted 
and that his advice receive due consideration. 


7. ‘In reference to communications from the Home Mission 
Board, Woodville Seminary Board and the Report of Capital 
University Board regarding maximum salaries respectively for 
both missionaries and professors, we recommend that said Boards 
be held to keep within the limits of the appropriations made for 
said Boards. | 

8. Your committee recommend the paying of salaries 
monthly as suggested in Luther Seminary Report (O. R. p. 16) 
and we disapprove of any remission of tuition. 


9. We recommend that the traveling expenses of the Boards 
of the various institutions be paid by the treasurers of the re- 


spective institutions instead of paying them out of the Synodical 
treasury. 


10. We urge Synod to express thanks to God for the hearts 
that He has made willing and the hands He has opened to con- 
tribute for our synodical support, and to pray Him to continue to 
do so that the hearts of all our people may be moved to an ever- 
increasing readiness cheerfully to furnish us the means we have 


need of to carry on the work we have in hand and whereunto He 
has called us. 


11. Wuereas, There have been added during the past two 
' years to the interest-bearing amounts formerly reported viz.: by 
scholarships, $4,800.00; by legacies, more than $30,500.00; by 
annunities, $3,000.00; and 

WHEREAS, Funds for your ’ Synod’s) disposal for invest- 
ment will more than-total up to the amount.of $400,000.00; and 


WHEREAS, These sums are due largely to the untiring efforts 
of our worthy President ; therefore be it 7 
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Resolved, That we express our gratification over the ex- 
cellent showing and our thankful appreciation of the services 
rendered by our President in this direction. 


12. As regards the report of Flood Relief Committee (See 
O. R. p. 101) your committee recommends that Synod express 


its thanks by a rising vote to the donors and distributors who had 


charge of the relief. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING. 

Ad. I. 

Before the appropriations were discussed and approved by 
Synod in the form here given, the President called attention to the 
following facts: First, if all petitions that have been brought 
before us are granted, from $60,000.00 to $70,000.00 more than 
hitherto will be required; secondly, the mere granting of the 
petitions will not in itself secure the money involved; thirdly, the 
source whence the money is to come must not be overlooked, 
as much of it will come from the poor among our members and 
those of moderate means; fourthly, it should not be forgotten 
that workers for the Church should have and manifest a self- 
sacrificing spirit, and that the cost of living is not higher now 
than it was between forty and fifty years ago when the salaries 
of all were considerably lower than they are at present. 


Ad. II. 

Item 1 was given a lengthy discussion in a special evening 
session, with the result that it was resolved to refer the report 
of the special committee to the Districts; and so the item was 
adopted. The committee was tendered a vote of thanks for its 
faithful and painstaking work. 

Item 2 was adopted and Rev. W. E. Schramm was given 
the power of attorney to sell the property in the name of Synod. 
Attention was also called to the following resolution passed two 
years ago at Dayton: The funds accruing from such sale are 
to be expended in the establishment of an academy at some future 
date within the bounds of the Concordia District. Meanwhile 
the interest accruing on the amount realized by such sale is to be 
utilized for mission work in the South, under the direction of 
the Mission Board. (See Joint Synod minutes 1912, p. 123.) 

Items 3 to 8 inclusive were adopted.

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Item 9 was laid on the table until the next convention of 
Synod. 

Items fo, 11 and 12 were adopted, the last two by a rising 
vote as a special testimony of Synod’s appreciation of the ser- 
vices rendered. 

It is also herewith recorded that President Schuette was 
voted the power of attorney by Synod with reference to the sale 
of Lot 370 Crane and Wesson’s Sec. of the St. Antoine and 
Reubien farm so called, said lot being situated on the south side 
of Leland Street between Cutoine and Hastings Streets in the 
City of Detroit, Michigan.

|. Communications from Districts, Conferences, etc., not elsewhere 
acted upon by Synod. 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. The Western District (See O. R. p. 10%) renews its re- 
quest—‘“that only one professor out of each theological faculty 
be required to attend the sessions of Joint Synod,” and proposes 
that Chapter IV. Art. 3 of Synod’s constitution be changed to 
read: “the presidents of our theological faculties.” Your com- 
mittee recommends that Joint Synod abide by its present rule. 


2. Concerning points D 1-11 in the communication of the 
Western District we recommend that all these points be referred 
to the various districts for consideration. 


3. With reference to point 12 in the same communication 
we wish to inform this body that there is no such motion on the 
table and refer Synod to the minutes of 1894, p. 113, where the 
following substitute is found: “We are grateful to God that 
many of our congregations have already, according to the ac- 
cepted rule, taken a firm stand against the lodges, and let us 
fervently pray and faithfully labor that the rest will eventually 
do likewise.” 


4. In reference to the seminary church at St. Paul, Minn., 
(See O. R. p. 108) we recommend to disapprove of the removal 
of the same to the college grounds. As far as we are aware the 


' property has not been deeded to: Synod. 


5. In answer to the question asked by the teachers’ confer- 
ence of the Eastern District (See dis p. 112.) regarding para- 
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graph e under Art. III of the Constitution, your committee recom- 
mends that Joint Synod reply emphatically in the affirmative. 


6. With reference to the communication from President 
Richter of the Iowa Synod respecting the case of Rev. Besel 
your committee recommends the following answer: 


In case Rev. Besel confesses that, in spite of many admon- 
itions and warnings, he tenaciously continued to create strife 
and factions in the congregation at Loveland, Colo., and that, 
after he had over his Own Signature acknowledged that such 
action on his part was a mistake, he nevertheless continued to 
aid those who sought to disrupt the congregation and thus gave 
offense to God and the Church, the Joint Synod of Ohio will 
not protest against his reception into the Iowa Synod. 


7. In agreement with the report of the Woodville Board 
(O. R. p. 17) and the communication of the Wisconsin District 
(O. R. p. 105, 1 we recommend the calling and supporting of 
missionary teachers through the Mission Board in such con- 
gregations as have become self-supporting but are not able with 
their own resources to support a teacher. For this purpose 
$5,000.00 from the net profits of our Book Concern shall be an- 
nually at the disposal of the Mission Board. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THESE ITEMS. — 


Item 1 was voted down, Synod resolving to grant the re- 
quest of the Western District and that the proposed change in 
the Constitution be made in the way provided for in that in- 
strument.

1. A protest by Rev. A. F. W. Benzin against the rule 
introduced by the Mission Board and sanctioned by Joint Synod, 
according to which a promise is exacted from mission congrega- 
tions desiring support that, in case they should at any time with- 
draw from Joint Synod, they will refund to the Mission Board 
the money they have received by way of support.

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3. Since E. L. S. Tressel has resumed the office of the

Resolved, That the sum of $300.00 to $£00.00 be tendered to 
such congregations by the treasurer of Synod, to defray, at least 
in part, the expenses incurred by the entertainment of this body. 

Resolved, further, That we recommend to our Several Dis- 
tricts to take some action similar to this. 


Vi. Report of the Committee on Equalization of Traveling Expenses. 


There were present 100 delegates. 

The total expense amounts to $2,397.98. 

The average per delegate is $24.00 ($23.98). 

The committee has a balance on hand of $2.26. 

This report was adopted and it was resolved to put the bal- 
ance into the Poor Fund of St. Paul‘s congregation. 

The members of the committee were Rev. P. Brockhaus 
and Rev. C. J. Loehr. 

In this connection it was resolved that President Heiden- 
reich’s traveling expenses from Germany and return be paid out 
of the Synodical Treasury.
